Save SF’s campaign finance program 


Peskin for 
DCCC chair 

EDITORIAL The San Francisco 
Democratic County Central 
Committee was the sleeper election 
in June: The Mark Leno-Carole 
Migden-Joe Nation contest for state 
Senate got a lot of attention, and the 
Bayview-Hunters Point redevelop¬ 
ment project got a huge amount of 
money, but only a small percentage 
of the voters got to the bottom of 
the ticket and chose the 24 people 
who will set policy for the local 
Democratic Party for the next two 
years. But a progressive slate won a 
significant number of seats. Now the 
DCCC has become a heated politi¬ 
cal battleground, with two candi¬ 
dates vying to become party chair. 

The incumbent, Scott Wiener, 
leans toward the more moderate 
wing of the party, although he’s 
taken progressive stands on some 
issues. The challenger, Sup. Aaron 
Peskin, has the strong backing of 
many progressives. 

The race has gotten a bit nasty: 
Sup. Chris Daly, a Peskin support¬ 
er, has sent out e-mail threatening 
the political future of committee 
members who don’t vote the right 
way. Both sides are lobbying furi¬ 
ously, with Leno helping Wiener 
and progressive leaders pushing 
Peskin. Right now it’s too close to 
call the election, which takes place 
later this month. 

We’re not happy with the level 
of animosity here. We recognize 
that this isn’t the presidency of the 
United States, and that, thanks to 
the influence of the reform slate, 
the DCCC chair is no longer as 
powerful a position as it was in the 
days when the late Phil Burton 
and former Mayor Willie Brown 
controlled the party with an iron 
hand. And with the committee this 
closely split, neither candidate will 
be able to run an effective party 
operation this fall without working 
with both sides. So this shouldn’t 
be a political bloodbath. 

We also recognize that neither 
candidate is perfect. We’ve disagreed 
with Peskin on a number of key 
issues, including Home Depot, and 
frankly, it’s not ideal to have the pres¬ 
ident of the Board of Supervisors also 
running the local Democratic Party. 

But like any political contest, 
this ought to be decided on the

OPINION In 2000, San Francisco 
voters approved a system of public 
financing of campaigns for the 
Board of Supervisors, which in 
2006 was expanded to the mayoral 
race. By eliminating the need for 
candidates to raise large amounts 
of private money, the program has 
been extremely successful at helping 
sever the link between big money 
and political decisions. But now 
this flagship program is threatened: 
Mayor Gavin Newsom is proposing 
to raid several million dollars from 
the public campaign fund. 

Last September the mayor put 
forth a plan to take $6 million from 
the fund and give it to one of his 
pet programs: SF Promise. The cost 
of this program was only $525,000 
the first year, begging the question 
of why the mayor was grabbing $6 
million from the fund. Of course, 
Newsom had actively opposed public 
financing for the mayoral race, so 
it’s possible he wanted to defund the 
program. Supervisor Aaron Peskin 
wisely introduced legislation to fund 
SF Promise from the city’s reserve 
funds, thereby warding off the raid. 

Now another proposal has sur¬ 
faced to remove $5 million from 


the fund. According to Ethics 
Commission spending projections, 
removing $5 million will create a 
$1.7 million to $4.3 million shortfall 
for the next mayoral race in 2011 
— and that’s just to meet minimum 
baseline funding. 

The justification for this plan 
is that the city is facing a budget 
crunch and needs these funds. The 
mayor promises, promises, promises 
to return the funds later — but the 
only way to legally secure those 
funds is through a charter amend¬ 
ment, which the Mayor’s Office has 
declined to support. 

This latest rationale rings hollow, 
and we only have to look across the 
bay to see why. Earlier in the decade, 
Oakland adopted public campaign 
funding, and after it was used in one 
election cycle, Oakland was hit with 
a budget deficit. The City Council 
decided to dip into the public financ¬ 
ing funds in the gap. They promised, 
promised, promised that they would 
restore the funding once the deficit 
problems were resolved. Yet to this 
day Oakland still does not have public 
financing of campaigns — because, 
while it’s still the law, there’s simply 
no money in the fund. 

Meanwhile, in San Francisco, 


members of the Budget Committee 
seem to be prepared to vote in 
favor of this dangerous proposal as 
early as July 3. While Supervisors 
Ross Mirkarimi and Chris Daly 
have wisely expressed opposition, 
Supervisor Jake McGoldrick, who 
has been a public financing support¬ 
er in the past, has so far expressed 
support for the cut. McGoldrick 
could end up being the swing vote, 
joining with public financing oppo¬ 
nent Sup. Sean Elsbernd and mayor¬ 
al ally Sup. Carmen Chu to support 
this legislation. 

Dipping into the public financ¬ 
ing fund for any reason sets a terrible 
precedent and undermines the integ¬ 
rity of this valuable program. Just as 
politicians should not draw their own 
district lines because of a conflict of 
interest, they should not undermine 
previously established campaign 
finance laws, sfbg

IN DEFENSE OF 
(GAY) MARRIAGE 

I found Mattilda Bernstein 
Sycamore’s rant against gay marriage 
[“Down with legitimacy,” 06/25/08] 
to contain a number of factual 
errors. The questions she asked 
reveal that her efforts are really 
about needlessly demonizing our gay 
communities in order to seek atten¬ 
tion through deception and vitriol. 

“Want healthcare?” Sycamore 
asks. Many of us who are now mar¬ 
ried are tireless advocates for uni¬ 
versal health care, but some people 
now have coverage through mar¬ 
riage that they wouldn’t otherwise 
have. What’s wrong with that? 

“Need a place to live? Better 
find a spouse with a house.” Friends 
can buy houses together too, and 
a married couple is not as easily 
qualified for low-income housing as 
a single person. 

“Need to visit your friend in 
the hospital?” Sycamore seems to 
think friends can’t visit friends in 
the hospital because gay marriage 
is some detriment to that right. 
Sycamore misleads again in order 
to maintain her self-righteous pose. 
Friends can visit friends in the 
hospital. However, friends can’t 
run into the ER and start mak¬ 
ing health care decisions for their 
friends. Sycamore should also 
remember that a gay spouse trumps 
an angry parent in making health¬ 
care decisions — and that’s a valu¬ 
able right. 

Many of us who have gotten 
married are also advocates for the 
right to freely move between coun¬ 
tries, but Sycamore seems to think 
we aren’t. The feds don’t recog¬ 
nize my marriage. 

Finally, Sycamore says, “Want 
to define love, commitment, and 
sexual merry-making on your own 
terms?” She then implies being 
married isn’t a relationship on 
someone’s own terms. Marriage 
does not have to be a monogamous 
relationship. What’s monogamy got 
to do with marriage?

issues — and on the future of the 
San Francisco Democratic Party. 
And Peskin is the clear choice. 

If the DCCC did nothing but 
raise money, register voters, and push 
Democratic candidates, this wouldn’t 
be such an important fight. Weiner 
has done a perfectly fine job of keep¬ 
ing the party well funded and, under 
his tenure, 15,000 new Democratic 
voters have joined the ranks. But the 
party also endorses candidates and 
takes stands on ballot measures, and 
in close races — as some of the key 
battles will be this fall — the party’s 
support (which includes party money) 
can be significant. 

And while the chair has only 
one vote, and can’t decide endorse¬ 
ments unilaterally, the person 
who runs the local party has a 
fair amount of influence over how 
money will be spent and how 
DCCC slate cards are managed; 
if the job didn’t matter, these two 
people (and their powerful allies) 
wouldn’t be fighting over it. 

Peskin is on the right side of all 
the key fall contests. He’s backing 
progressive candidates for supervisor 
in the swing districts (John Avalos 
in District 11, Eric Mar in District 
1, and David Chiu in District 3). He 
supports the housing justice initia¬ 
tive, is the cosponsor of the public 
power charter amendment, and 
the sponsor of two progressive tax 
measures. Wiener supports Ahsha 
Safai, the candidate of downtown 
and Mayor Gavin Newsom, in 
District 11. He hasn’t taken a posi¬ 
tion on public power, and told us he 
has “significant concerns” about the 
cost of the affordable housing mea¬ 
sure, although he supports both of 
Peskin’s revenue proposals. 

Wiener has been a reason¬ 
able and fair person as chair. But 
the issues matter. And if the San 
Francisco party is going to become 
a center for progressive activism, if 
the DCCC is going to be willing 
to challenge the state and national 
party and its leaders when necessary, 
take in the mayor when he’s wrong, 
and push the party to the left, put¬ 
ting a more activist progressive in 
the top slot is crucial. 

It’s still possible a third candi¬ 
date could come along. But for now 
the choices are Peskin and Wiener, 
and we urge progressives on the 
panel to support Aaron Peskin. 

PS: As Amanda Witherell 
reports on page 14, PG&E is 
madly, desperately fighting to keep 
public power off the November bal¬ 
lot and is using every misleading 
figure and dirty trick possible. So 
the DCCC chair has to be willing 
to stand up to PG&E without hesi¬ 
tation or doubt, sfbg 
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So I get it. There are people who 
love target shooting, and since I was 
one of them many years ago, I under¬ 
stand. There are people who think it’s 
cool to go shoot a pig or a turkey or 
a duck and take it home for supper: 
since I think it’s one of the world’s 
great experiences to catch a bass or a 
trout and do the same thing, it’s hard 
to be critical. 

But the United State Supreme 
Court decision last week wasn’t about 
my nephew’s .22 or my friend Rich’s 
hunting rifle. It was about whether 
cities can do anything remotely at all 
meaningful to keep 14-year-olds from 
shooting each other on the streets. 

It’s about whether kids in Hunters 
Point and the Western Addition will 
live to graduate from high school. It’s 
about whether the desperate young 
people who are doing robberies in the 
Mission District and Bernal Heights 
will wind up shooting someone and 
spending the rest of their lives in 
prison over a bag of groceries and a 
hundred bucks. It’s about whether 
someone the age of my kindergarten 
daughter will take a bullet in the head 
one night and die from the crossfire 
while she’s asleep in bed. 

Let’s face it: this is about hand¬ 
guns and assault rifles, about weapons 
that have very little use in hunting, 
that are rarely part of any sport¬ 
ing tradition, and that exist almost 
entirely for the purpose of killing 
other human beings. 

The unnamed man who is suing 
— with the NRA’s money — to 
win the right to own a handgun 
in San Francisco public housing 
claims he needs a weapon to defend 
himself. I’ve been studying self- 
defense for 17 years now, and let me 
tell you a not-so-secret fact: guns 
are a terrible method of protection. 
If you own a gun in a city, the odds 
are far better that it will kill you or 
a loved one than that it will save 
your life. Guns don’t deter crime; 
they encourage crime. 

And for my dear friends on 
the left who say that the Second 
Amendment protects us all from 
government repression, let me politely 
suggest that if the Marines invade 
San Francisco, the pistol in your attic 
won’t be much help. 

City Attorney Dennis Herrera is 
fighting back on the NRA lawsuit, 
aggressively. He has to keep it up; 
this is madness, sfbg 
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In fact, it appears that Sycamore 
thinks married folks can’t overcome 
the traditions of marriage that are 
undesirable by creatively evolving 


their own models of relating. Mar¬ 
riage discrimination is still discrim¬ 
ination and continues to be a vehi¬ 
cle for politicians seeking power on 
the right and the left. Promoting it 
is a radical agenda and it doesn’t pre¬ 
clude advocating for universal health 
care, affordable housing, etc., etc.

Bad medicine 


Under the guise of helpfulness, Big Pharma is after your 
confidential medical records

Lets say you were recently diag¬ 
nosed with a serious medical con¬ 
dition — depression, for instance. 
Your doctor thinks medication is 
the way to go, but says it may take 
some experimentation to find the 
right drug. The first try: Paxil. 

For two weeks, you don’t notice 
a difference. But then suddenly 
you can’t sleep and you’re suffer¬ 
ing from headaches. So you call 
your doctor, who tells you to stop 
taking the meds and come in to 
discuss your condition further. In 
the meantime, you get an unusual 
mailer from Walgreens, your local 
pharmacy, saying “please remem¬ 
ber to take your medication.” 
Perplexed, you wonder if your 
pharmacist knows something your 
doctor doesn’t, and you consider 
resuming the Paxil. Then you 
take another look at the mailer. 

In fine print, you 
see that the message wasn’t sent 
by Walgreens, but by a company 
called Adheris. Since you’ve never 
heard of Adheris, you call your 
pharmacist for an explanation.

Sound creepy? Well, that’s the scenario 
that came within a hair’s breadth from 
becoming a potential reality recently via a 
state bill that would have eroded California’s 
strong medical privacy laws. The legislation 
passed the state Senate May 29 before dying 
in the Assembly June 17. 

The bill, SB 1096, was sponsored by 
Sen. Ron Calderon (D-Montebello) and 
would have allowed pharmacies to sell 
patients’ prescription and medical informa¬ 
tion to third-party entities — including 
Adheris, Inc., the bill’s main business back¬ 
er. The ostensible goal behind the bill was 
to allow Adheris and other similar market¬ 
ing companies to mail “reminder” notices to 
patients so they wouldn’t forget to take their 
medication. 


Flanagan called the legislation 
“insidious” and “dishonest” 
because it was really about 
marketing pharmaceuticals 
and “boosting drug company 
profits.” 


The Mental Health Association of 
California, the National Association of 
Cancer Patients, and other important health 
advocacy organizations supported the mea¬ 
sure, saying they believed it would improve 
compliance and save lives. But the bill’s 
opponents, which included the California 
Medical Association and many consumer 
groups, asserted that the legislation was not 
really about helping patients. 

Jerry Flanagan of Consumer Watchdog 
led the fight against the bill. Flanagan called 
the legislation “insidious” and “dishonest” 
because it was really about marketing phar¬ 
maceuticals and “boosting drug company 
profits.” Adheris does receive funding from 
the pharmaceutical and retail pharmacy 
industries, and Flanagan pointed to a Wall 
Street Journal article from 2002 revealing 
that Adheris was essentially created to help 
drug companies ensure consumer loyalty 
to expensive, brand-name pharmaceuticals. 
Furthermore, Flanagan’s records show that 
Calderon received more than $89,000 from 
the drug and retail pharmacy industries over 
the past few years. 

Sen. Calderon did not reply to specific 
questions, but pointed to a statement on his 
Web site saying he was “deeply disappoint¬ 
ed” with the demise of his bill, and with 
critics who “completely mischaracterized [its] 
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intentions.” The statement asserted, “SB 
1096 was about protecting patient health 
and reducing health care costs.” 

Pam Dixon, executive director of the 
California-based nonprofit World Privacy 
Forum, also opposed the bill. She said that 
in addition to its shortcomings, the measure 
was poorly timed. “What’s really tragic is 
that just as California is pushing new elec¬ 
tronic initiatives — e-prescribing, assem¬ 
bling a diabetes registry, digitizing more and 
more information — we have a politician 
trying to give a marketing company a bite of 
the apple. Now is when we need to be pro¬ 
tecting the exceptionally strong privacy laws 
we have, not weakening them.” 

So why would such a bill surface in 
perhaps the most pro-privacy state in the 
nation? Perhaps because in other states, 
pharmacies can already do this. No other 
state has the equivalent of California’s 
Confidentiality of Medical Information 
Act, so there is nothing to prevent pharma¬ 
cies from selling patient information. And 
they’re selling that information, although 
not without controversy. Indeed, Adheris 
is still fighting a class-action lawsuit in 
Massachusetts for allegedly violating con¬ 
sumers’ privacy through just this type of 
campaign. 

But what about federal law? Doesn’t 
the Health Insurance Portability and 
Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA) pre¬ 
vent this? 

No. HIPAA was enacted by the Clinton 
administration to safeguard medical infor¬ 
mation. But according to Peter Swire, who 
was Clinton’s chief privacy counselor and 
helped draft the legislation, the law permits 
pharmacies to contract with outside firms 
to engage in reminder campaigns. As origi¬ 
nally drafted, the law included an opt-out. 
But the George W. Bush administration 
ditched it in 2002, weakening the law. 

Swire said Calderon’s bill appeared to be an 
attempt to “shift California law to the fed¬ 
eral standards.” 

Dan Rubin, CEO of Adheris, said 
California’s strict law hurts patients. He 
cited a 2003 World Health Organization 
study suggesting that “increasing adher¬ 


ence [to prescription drug regimens] ... may 
have a far greater impact on patient health 
than any improvement in specific medical 
treatments.” But to many in the health care 
community, the debate wasn’t about whether 
adherence was a problem — they all agreed 
it was — but about how to best address it. 

Dr. Jack Lewin, former CEO of the 
CMA and current chief of the American 
College of Cardiology, said that although 
patient compliance is a “critical” issue, 
Calderon’s bill was a “Band-Aid solution.” 
Lewin pointed out that non-adherence usu¬ 
ally stems more from personal choice or 
denial than forgetfulness. 

Dr. Sharon Levine, associate executive 
director of the Permanente Medical Group, 


said the problem with SB 1096 was that it 
was not “evidence-based.” 

“The science of non-adherence is in its 
infancy,” she added. “We just don’t know 
what kind of effect, if any, a mailed piece of 
information is going to have.” 

But thanks to Flanagan of Consumer 
Watchdog, among others, Californians won’t 
need to worry about such mailings — for 
now, anyway. When asked if the bill was 
dead for good, Flanagan warned of the need 
for continued vigilance. “It can always come 
back,” he said, adding that a similar bill, AB 
1587, is being presented to the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee this month, sfbg

Fighting for the right to party 

Proposed ballot measure would make it city policy to better 
facilitate concerts and street fairs

It’s become increasingly difficult 
and expensive to stage street fairs, 
concerts, or other parties in San 
Francisco, a trend chronicled by 
the Guardian over the past two 
years (see “Death of fun,” 05/23/06 
and “Death of fun, the sequel,” 
04/25/07). But event and nightlife 
promoters have responded with a 
proposed ballot measure that would 
write the right to party into the 
city’s charter. 

The “Promoting and Sustaining 
Music and Culture in San 
Francisco” charter amendment 
would acknowledge the importance 
of special events to the city’s char¬ 
acter, streamline the process for 
obtaining city permits, and require 
the nine-plus city departments that 
promoters must deal with to submit 
reports outlining how their poli¬ 
cies and fee structures will need to 
be altered to comply with the new 
mandate for fun. 

The measure was developed 
by the Save SF Culture Coalition, 
whose members include the 
Entertainment Commission, Black 
Rock City LLC (which stages 
Burning Man as well as events here 
in town), the Late Night Coalition, 
and the Outdoor Events Coalition 
(a group formed last year to counter 
city policies and neighbor com¬ 
plaints that threatened to scuttle 
the North Beach Jazz Festival, 

How Weird Street Faire, concerts 
in Golden Gate Park, and other 
events). The measure is sponsored 
by Sup. Ross Mirkarimi and has 
picked up four other supervi¬ 
sors as cosponsors, so it needs 
just one more vote for the Board 
of Supervisors to place it on the 
November ballot. 

“It was long overdue that the 
city produce a master plan and 
vision that promotes a sustainable 
environment for music, culture, and 
entertainment throughout the city,” 
Mirkarimi said. 

In fact, event promoters say 
they’ve been hit by a quadruple 
whammy that threatens their liveli¬ 
hoods and the vibrant nature of 
the city: rising fees charged by city 
departments looking to close budget 
gaps, increased concern over alcohol 
consumption and other liability 
issues, more conflicts over noise in

increasingly dense neighborhoods 
such as SoMa, and the ability of a 
handful of complaining neighbors 
to create event-killing permit condi¬ 
tions. And those last two problems 
are only likely to get worse as the 
city grows. 

“We want the city to create a 
sustainability policy that will save 
our outdoor events in the face of all 
the development that is going on,” 
said John Wood, a member of the 
Late Night Coalition and a pro¬ 
moter who also serves on the San 
Francisco Love Fest board of direc¬ 
tors. “We need to be able to say, 
‘This is city policy and you’re not 
following it.’ ” 

Promoter and club owner 
Terrance Alan was an original 
member of the Entertainment 
Commission, which was formed in 
2003 in part to resolve complaints 
over noise and manage relations 
between nightclubs and their 
neighbors. But he said the agency 
has little staff and no leverage over 
other city departments involved 
in permitting, which includes the 
Planning, Building, Port, Police, 
Fire, Health, and Recreation and 
Park commissions and depart¬ 
ments, as well as the Municipal 
Transportation Authority and 


Interdepartmental Staff Committee 
on Traffic and Transportation 
(ISCOTT), the body that approves 
street-closure permits. 

“We have been completely 
unsuccessful at getting their atten¬ 
tion,” Alan said. But this new mea¬ 
sure, he said, would “set the stage 
for ongoing discussions that need to 
be happening.” 

Or as Wood put it, “It would 
give us ammunition in the future 
battles we’re going to have. It’s not 
going to make those battles go away.” 

Recreation and Park 
Department spokesperson Rose 
Dennis said her agency must deal 
with many competing concerns, 
ranging from budgetary issues to 
being responsive to complaints 
raised by citizens. “We understand 
that it might feel heavy-handed, 
but we have a duty to do so because 
we have to balance a number of 
concerns,” Dennis said. “[Event pro¬ 
moters] have a bottom line, and we 
have a bottom line. We have a lot of 
people to serve.” 

Yet she said the department will 
comply with the measure and adjust 
its policies, fees, and procedures as 
needed if the measure is approved 
by voters. 

At a June 27 Board of 
Supervisors Rules Committee hear¬ 
ing, there was lots of support for 
the measure and no real opposi¬ 
tion. “We’re concerned about the 
future of arts and culture in San 
Francisco,” Steven Raspa, who does 
special events for Black Rock City, 
said at the hearing. 

All three committee members 
voiced support for the measure, 
but because it needed some minor 
changes, a final vote was pushed 
back to July 9. Proponents charac¬ 
terize the measure as trying to bring 
some balance to a situation in which 
the loudest wheels — those of 
NIMBYs complaining about noise 
or party detritus — keep getting 
greased. 

“The bureaucracy is hearing 
from these neighborhood groups all 
the time,” Wood said. “We feel that 
we are the majority and we need to 
demonstrate that politically” sfbg

The dirty fight over clean energy 


PGEfE works to thwart a renewable public power measure

A charter amendment for renewable 
energy and public power appears 
headed for the November ballot, and 
already Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
is rounding up front groups and tout¬ 
ing inaccurate figures in an attempt 
to scuttle the plan. 

The San Francisco Clean 
Energy Act, introduced by Sup. Ross 
Mirkarimi, would mandate that 
the San Francisco Public Utilities 
Commission “produce a comprehen¬ 
sive plan for providing clean, secure, 
cost-effective electricity for city 
departments and residents and busi¬ 
nesses.” 

If passed, San Francisco would 
exceed state standards by requiring 
51 percent clean, renewable energy 
by 2017; 75 percent by 2030; and 100 
percent by 2040. Workforce develop¬ 
ment is also part of the plan, and if 
it’s determined that public owner¬ 
ship of the grid is the way to go, any 
employees fired by PG&E will be 
hired by the SFPUC. 

“The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors is talking about taking 
over PG&E,” Brandon Hernandez, 
the corporation’s manager of govern¬ 
ment relations, said at a June 27 Rules 
Committee hearing on the legisla¬ 
tion. “PG&E’s system is not for sale,” 
he asserted. He then went on to say a 
takeover would cost the city “at least 
$4 billion.” 

PG&E spokesperson Darlene 
Chiu told the Guardian'. “That’s our 
estimate for what our system costs in 
San Francisco.” 

But the California State Board 
of Equalization says all of PG&E’s 
state-assessed San Francisco property 
was worth $1.2 billion in 2007. The 
board’s appraisers assess PG&E’s 
property for tax purposes and their 
final figure includes millions of dol¬ 
lars of property that San Francisco 
would not want to own. 

PG&E threw other punches at 
the city. Hernandez threatened the 
loss of as much as $29 million per 
year in taxes and charitable giving. 
“We no longer will be contributing to 
San Francisco’s nonprofits and service 
organizations,” he said of groups that 
received $5 million from PG&E last 
year. 

That money buys some politi¬ 
cal loyalty. The only organizations 
that spoke against the measure 
— the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, the Bay Area Council, 


and the A. Phillip Randolph Institute 
— all received bucks deluxe from 
PG&E. Between 2004 and 2006, the 
Chamber of Commerce Foundation 
received $166,000 from the utility; 
the Bay Area Council and Economic 
Forum grossed $132,500; and APRI 
banked slightly more than $100,000. 

The Chamber’s vice president of 
public policy, Rob Black, criticized 
the move toward municipalization 
because it would make San Francisco, 
like other municipal utilities, exempt 
from the state-mandated 20 percent 
renewable energy by 2010. “The Los 
Angeles utility is at 48 percent coal. 
That’s not green, that’s not renewable. 
That’s something we need to be very 
careful about,” he told the committee. 

According to the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power, 
their power mix is actually 44 per¬ 
cent coal. But Black didn’t bother to 
check; he just took his figures from 
PG&E moments before, while con¬ 
ferring with Hernandez and Chiu. 
When questioned by the Guardian, 
Black said, “They didn’t come to me. 

I went to them.” 

He reiterated the concern that 
municipally-owned power isn’t 
required by the state to be clean 
and green, and becoming so could 
increase rates. “If we’re creating 
cheaper energy, where’s the incentive 
to do conservation?” he asked. 

According to statistics from the 
meeting, the average PG&E house¬ 
hold spends $74.55 per month on 
electricity, with 12 percent of the 
energy used hailing from renewable 
resources. An equivalent customer 
in the Sacramento Municipal Utility 
District has a bill of $46.60 for 18 


percent renewable. 

APRI’s James Bryant said his 
Bayview community group has issues 
with the costs and the idea that 
former PG&E employees would be 
hired by the city and subsequently 
receive worse retirement plans. 

When asked if he was there 
because his organization gets money 
from PG&E, Bryant said, “Not 
really.” He added, “I don’t have any¬ 
thing to do with their decisions. They 
don’t have anything to do with my 
decisions. 

“Of all the amoral things PG&E 
does, they fund very worthy grass¬ 
roots organizations and then lean on 
them to speak against things,” Sup. 
Tom Ammiano said when expressing 
his support for the legislation. “Not 
only is San Francisco going to have 
public power, the state of California 
is going to have public power.” 

Other public comments over¬ 
whelmingly supported the measure. 

Some energy activists have been 
concerned that the legislation would 
derail or delay efforts to move toward 
renewables through the community 
choice aggregation (CCA) program. 
However, Mirkarimi’s aide, Rick 
Galbreath, said the two go hand-in- 
hand. “CCA is a shorter term thing. 
CCA is now,” Galbreath said. “If 
public power passed tomorrow, we’d 
still be building CCA under con¬ 
tracts.” 

Rules Committee members 
expressed support for the legisla¬ 
tion, though some amendments and 
adjustments require another hearing, 
which will be held July 9. sfbg

Audit supports allegations of problems 
with bond money at City College

A much-anticipated audit of City 
College of San Francisco’s spending 
of bond money finds that school 
officials promised voters more than 
they could possibly deliver and then 
didn’t allow proper oversight of 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
public funds. 

A minority faction on City 
College’s Board of Trustees has 
for years sought a performance 
audit of the school’s bond projects, 
which includes $441.3 million 
authorized by voters during elec¬ 
tions in 2001 and 2005. The audit 
by Sacramento-based MGT of 
America was released June 4. 

The faction, led in large part 
by longtime trustee Milton Marks, 
often publicly quarreled with for¬ 
mer Chancellor Phil Day over the 
matter, arguing that Prop. 39, a 
state ballot measure that passed in 
2000 and made it easier for school 
districts to get voter approval for 
bond financing, legally required 
full annual performance audits of 
its capital spending on new class¬ 
rooms, laboratories, a gymnasium, 
and a performing arts center. 

But school administrators 
denied they were necessary or 
claimed that the cursory, more lim¬ 
ited financial audits done each year 
met the legal mandate. Pressure 
on Day’s administration finally 
became insurmountable last year 
as San Francisco’s District 12 state 
Assembly Member Fiona Ma began 
threatening to have the state con¬ 
duct its own audit, offering deeper 
scrutiny and wider disclosure than 
City College officials were perhaps 
prepared to stomach. 

“My overall feeling is that we 
appreciate their efforts, accept their 
findings, and will implement all of 
the recommendations,” a conciliato¬ 
ry Vice Chancellor Peter Goldstein 
told the Guardian in response to the 
report. 

While mostly mild in its lan¬ 
guage, the audit shows that the 
school may have violated state law 
by granting several small contracts 
to the same construction companies 
so City College could avoid the 
headache of competitive bidding. 

The state’s Public Contract 
Code requires that projects cost-

ing more than $15,000 go to the 
lowest responsible bidder through 
a competitive process, a provision 
designed to save money for taxpay¬ 
ers. But between 2005 and 2006, 
the community college entered into 
seven separate no-bid contracts 
with one construction firm totaling 
$83,545 for work at its Cloud Hall 
facility on Ocean Avenue. 

“It’s unfortunate that two of 
the project managers were not 
aware or did not appreciate the 
importance of that rule,” Goldstein 
said. “They’ve been counseled and 
we don’t expect to have any more 
occurrences of that type.” 

The auditors found “similar 
multiple contracts” — totaling less 
than $100,000, Goldstein said 
— where the work should have 
been combined into one larger con¬ 
tract and approved by the school’s 
independently elected Board of 
Trustees. 

The audit reserved special criti¬ 
cism for a bond oversight commit¬ 
tee required by Prop. 39 to watch¬ 
dog the school’s capital spending. 
The Guardian reported last year 


that such committees in other dis¬ 
tricts, for example, West Contra 
Costa County routinely received 
full performance audits and met 
more often than City College’s 
oversight committee (See “Who’s 
following the money?”, 07/10/07). 

But the group of citizens here, 
which includes San Francisco 
Treasurer Jose Cisneros and former 
San Francisco Chronicle publisher 
Steve Falk, who’s now head of 
the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, has done far less than 
what the law asks it to do. 

The report says that one over¬ 
sight committee member, who goes 
unnamed, told the auditors that 
it wasn’t the committee’s respon¬ 
sibility to determine how City 
College actually spends the funds. 
The auditors also watched former 
Chancellor Day tell the commit¬ 
tee at a January meeting that its 
reach was limited solely to ensuring 
that City College complied with 
certain provisions of the state’s 
Constitution. 

That turned out to be totally 
untrue. “The intent of this law is to 
provide a broad oversight role for 
the committees, thereby encour¬ 
aging cost-effective use of bond 
funds,” the report states. 

“Many of these things that are 
in the report are things that people 
on the board have been saying all 
along,” Trustee Marks said. “We 
really shouldn’t have had to spend 
$250,000 for someone on the out¬ 
side to tell us this.” 

The original estimate for all 
of City College’s ambitious bond 
projects amounted to about $539.7 
million, and the school has offset 
many of those costs by securing 
tens of millions of dollars in match¬ 
ing funds from the state. But as of 
January, the total cost has ballooned 
to $968 million. Last year the 
Guardian reported that the school 
gutted several projects promised 
to voters by “reallocating” roughly 
$130 million from their budgets to 
save other projects suffering from 
skyrocketing cost overruns (See 
“The City College shell game,” 
07/03/07). 

Trustee John Rizzo, who joined 
Marks in asking for an audit, said 
he wished the report had done 
more to explain why many of the 
projects were poorly planned, lead¬ 
ing to millions of dollars in higher 
costs. He cited as examples the new 
Mission Campus and a health and 
wellness center for athletes. 

Rizzo told us, “Just from what 
contractors say and what staff has 
been reporting, that still needs to 
be looked at.” sfbg

Nude beaches 2008 

Presenting our 34th guide

Want to know (finally) one good 
thing about soaring gasoline prices? 
Clothing-optional coves, lakes, 
ponds, rivers, waterfalls, meadows, 
and paths are less crowded than they 
have been in a decade. Many people, 
it seems, are cutting back on their 
driving, even if it’s to their friendly 
nude beach. 

Over the first few weeks of this 
year’s beach season, fewer people have 
showed up at even the most popu¬ 
lar nude sites than during the same 
period just last year. Sure, there are 
other issues — at Red Rock Beach, 
for example, greater sand erosion than 
usual means less beach. But visitors to 
Northern California’s shorelines cite 
escalating gas prices as the top reason 
for planning trips more carefully and 
communing with nature less often. 

“Every time I go to Limantour 
[a clothing-optional beach in Point 
Reyes], it costs me $12 to $15 in gas. 
So the weather has to be perfect, or 
I won’t go,” says North Bay resident 
Michael Velkoff. Before leaving, he 
likes to check weather sites: www. 
stinson-beach-cwd.dst.ca.us/weather/ 
Current_Vantage_Pro.htm or www. 
littlebeachmaui. com/redrock/ele- 
ments.htm (click on “satellite photo of 
fog over Bay Area”). 

For those who do go, there’s more 
room than ever for visitors interested 
in a naked daytime or lunar hike, 
a hunt for jade on the beach while 
wearing nothing, clothes-free whale¬ 
watching, bare-bottom Ultimate 
Frisbee or Scrabble, a free surfing 
show while sunbathing in the buff, or 
skinny-dipping at a site so isolated you 
have to swing on a rope to get there. 

If any of this interests you, we’ve 
got the info on how, where, and when 
to do it all in our updated 34th Nude 
Beaches Guide. Whether you want 
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to spice up your life with adventure 
(who knew you could be nude next to 
a waterfall at Marin’s Alamere Falls, 
or walk naked on two different trails 
in the East Bay and one in the North 
Bay?) or just kick back with a good 
book, towel, and some thongs (the 
shoe kind, of course), our guide will 
help you find an array of choices in 
and around the Bay Area. 

Speaking of choices, would you 
like to help improve our guide? Please 
send suggestions, new beach finds, 
better directions (especially road 
milepost numbers), and trip reports

About the ratings: We awarded 
an A to places that are large or well- 
established and where the crowd is 
mostly nude; B to places where less 
than 50 percent of the visitors are 
nude; C to small or emerging nude 
areas, and D to spots we suggest 
you avoid. 

Additional note: What follows is 
an abridged version of our complete 
guide.

SAN FRANCISCO 
COUNTY 

► LAND'S END BEACH 

A nude beach just a few miles away 
from San Francisco’s Civic Center 
— what could be more convenient for 
getting out of that 9 to 5 garb? Take 
a short hike down a trail that begins 
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near the end of Geary Boulevard 
to discover a little cove with sandy 
spots, rocks you can use to build 
windbreaks, great views, and — on 
sunny days — up to a few dozen 
naked sunbathers. 

Legal Status: Clothing-optional 
use is permitted in this portion of the 
Golden Gate National Recreation 
Area (GGNRA) as long as you 
don’t touch anyone and no one 
complains. Rangers occasionally visit 
the area on foot and horseback. 

How to find it: At the end of 
Geary, park in the dirt lot up the road 
from the Cliff House. Take the trail 
at the far end of the lot. About 100 
yards past a bench and some trash 
cans, the path narrows and bends, 
rises, and falls, eventually becoming 
the width of a road. Don’t take the 
road to the right, which leads to a 
golf course. Just past another bench, 
as the trail turns right, go left toward 
a group of dead trees where you will 
see a stairway and a “Dogs must be 
leashed” sign. Descend and head 
left to another stairway, which leads 
to a 100-foot walk to the cove. Al¬ 
ternately, you can follow the service 
road below the El Camino del Mar 
parking lot 1/4 mile until you reach 
a bench, then take the trail there. It’s 
rough in spots, and at the end you’ll 
have to scramble over rocks. 

The beach: Presidio area 
resident and beach regular Joseph 
Friday says: “I like the little, watery 
grottoes. There are rocks for sun¬ 
bathing but there are also patches 
of sand away from where you enter 
the beach.” From the bottom of the 
trail, walk left (west) until you come 
to some nice sunbathing nooks. The 
wind can come up without warning, 
so bring a windbreak or use the rocks 
on the beach to make your own. 

The crowd: On a typical hot 
weekend day, the 1/4-mile long cove 
gets up to 30 visitors — 80 percent 
gay men. In May, one visitor found 
six nudes, all men, on the sand. 

Problems: Long walk; random 
“sex patrols” by rangers; reports of 
drug use; public sex on trails and 


nearby; fog and wind; rocky; swim¬ 
ming not allowed; trails other than 
main one are unsafe, may be closed, 
and/or have poison oak. 

Rating: A. 

► NORTH BAKER BEACH 

Recommended! 

In a phenomenon that started 
two years ago, visitors at North Baker 
still enjoy watching playful dolphins, 
which often appear just offshore in 
groups of two to 12 from around 
noon to sunset. “We’re still getting 
them,” confirms regular visitor Paul 
Jung, a self-employed plasma TV 
installer who lives about 10 minutes 
from the sand. 

“We’ve had zero problems this 
season,” adds Jung, who usually 
spends two or three hours a day at 
the shore wearing nothing but the 
cigar hanging from his mouth. “I 
like getting my job done, then hit¬ 
ting the beach.” 

Sunbathing, volleyball playing, 
and people-watching are favorite 
activities at Baker. “It’s like the can¬ 
tina in the first Star Wars” says visitor 
Michael Joseph McMahon. 

“What makes it special is that 
about 80 percent of the crowd on the 
sand wasn’t here five years ago,” says 
Jung, who noted that visitors tend 
to be younger and more politically 
active than the Baker regulars of the 
1990s. “Sometimes I wish they’d just 
stop talking politics, but, hey, it’s an 
election year.” 

Legal status: Part of the 
GGNRA. See Land’s End entry 
for policy. 

How to find it: Take the 29 
Sunset bus or go north on 25th 
Avenue to Lincoln Boulevard. Turn 
right and take the second left onto 
Bowley Street. Follow Bowley to 
Gibson Road, turn right, and fol¬ 
low Gibson to the east parking 
lot. Head right on the beach to 
the nude area, which starts at the 
brown and yellow “Hazardous surf, 
undertow, swim at your own risk” 
sign. Note: some motorcycles in the 
lot have been vandalized. Instead 
of parking in a car space (which 


angers car owners), a regular sug¬ 
gests people “park their motorcycles 
in the bicycle area near the lot’s 
fence.” Look for motorcycles parked 
next to a “no parking” sign, which 
actually refers to car parking only. 

The beach: Long and narrow, 
with several tide pools at the north 
end (accessible only during low tide, 
located around the big rocks at the 
northern tip). 

The crowd: “You’ll find young 
people, older types, men, women, 

Bay Area residents, tourists, 
gays, and straights,” says former 
regular Ray Borkowski of San 
Francisco. “There should be nude 
beaches like it everywhere.” 

“There’s a group who plays vol¬ 
leyball there who can be a little 
cliquish until they get to know 
you,” Jung adds. “But you’re sure 
to meet all types, from doctors 
and lawyers to homeless people.” 

On a June weekday, he counted 80 
visitors. Depending on the weather, 
visitation ranges from dozens to 
hundreds. Men usually outnumber 
women, especially on weekdays. 

Problems: Because the parking 
lots fill quickly, police sometimes 
ticket illegally parked cars. Expect 
fog, wind, a few gawkers (usually in 
the afternoon on the rocks above the 
beach), and large crowds on hot days 
as well as uncomfortably warm sand. 
Swimming is allowed, but signs 
warn of hazardous waves. Readers 
also have complained about public 
sex acts near middle Baker, where 
the nude area begins. “If they want 
to avoid problems, women should 
come to the north end of the beach,” 
Jung suggests. 

Rating: A. On a scale of 1-10, 
Jung gives it a “10 or more.” Friday 
says he would rate it “maybe an 8.5 
for its cleanliness.” Borkowski, who 
would like more shade “from maybe 
a palm tree” and some bathrooms 
added to the beach, awards it an 8. 

► GOLDEN GATE BRIDGE BEACH 

Want privacy? Then you might want 
to pick a beach other than Golden 
Gate Bridge Beach, which attracts 
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Ethel digs in (left) and Sadie stretches out at Baker Beach. For our complete Nude Beaches guide, visit sfbg.com. I guardian photo of ethel by keith aguiar;

dozens and sometimes even hun¬ 
dreds of visitors on warm summer 
weekends. Perhaps because of its gor¬ 
geous views, the crowds keep coming 
to the trio of rocky enclaves that are 
also known as Nasty Boy Beach and 
Marshalls Beach, even though slip¬ 
pery, dangerous trails can make get¬ 
ting there risky business. 

“It’s a very cool beach,” Friday 
says. “And it’s really nice to walk 
in the water here. On the nicest 
days in low tide, you can go out 
up to 150 feet.” In the spring, look 
for bowers of flowers on the bluffs. 
Downsides include clusters of poison 
oak on the trail (sometimes clipped 
by volunteers), which is otherwise 
unmaintained and often turns into 
a slushy, blue goo of mud after 
rainstorms. GGNRA rangers suggest 
visitors go elsewhere and avoid swim¬ 
ming. 

Legal status: Part of the 
GGNRA. 

How to find it: Go to North Baker 
Beach, park in the main lot, and walk 
north along Lincoln Boulevard, pass¬ 
ing the sand ladder that leads to North 
Baker. Just north of the ladder trail, 
look for a dirt road with a gate, lead¬ 
ing to Battery Crosby. Follow it, then 
hike up the trail immediately on the 
left (south) side of the old fort to the 
top of the bluff. Take the trail straight 
west as it goes downhill toward the 
ocean. Wear long sleeves and pants to 
protect against poison oak — “there 
can be a lot of it,” Friday says. At a 
small, crumbling, concrete bulkhead, 
the trail goes north along the bluffs 
and eventually down a shorter, steep 
section with small steps cut into the 
gully. The main path ends at the south 
end of Golden Gate Bridge Beach. 

The beach: A series of three small 
rocky beaches located below Fort 
Winfield Scott. The main beach trail 
tends to be slippery, heavily eroded, 
and dangerous. “In spring and winter, 
you’ll probably be following a cascade 
of muddy prints,” Friday says. 

The crowd: Weekend usage can 
top 100, 200, or even 300 visitors on 
the hottest days. Most visitors are 


nude. During the week, a few dozen 
users is more the norm. 

Problems: “I had to stop going 
there because it’s such a pickup 
scene,” Friday says. “On weekends, 
you feel like a piece of meat on dis¬ 
play.” This beach also has slippery, 
crumbling, sometimes muddy, and 
poison oak-lined trails; trash; rocks; 
wind and fog; unsafe swimming con¬ 
ditions; sex on the beach; and often 
too many people jammed into too 
little space. 

Rating: A. “On a scale of 1-10, 

I’d give it a 10 for scenery but only a 
5 for the crowd,” Friday says. 

► FORT FUNSTON BEACH 

More renowned for its dog lovers and 
hang-gliding fans, on warm weekdays 
— when no rangers are around — a 
few brave naturists throw down their 
towels at Fort “Fun in the Sun,” on 
the south side of the city. They’re 
sometimes tucked away between the 
sand dunes on the shore. 

What to expect: dogs on parade. 
As you exit your car in the big park¬ 
ing lot, you may see a virtual “dog 
show in motion.” The four-footed 
procession includes mutts big and 
small along with purebred and 
designer dogs, all accompanied by 
their human guardians. Hang gliders 
from a nearby glider port and horse¬ 
back riders from a local rental stable 
are other common sights. 

The dunes only attract occa¬ 
sional topless and naked sunbathers. 
GGNRA rangers have been trying to 
roust them for years by acting on the 
one or two complaints they receive 
each year. 

Legal status: Part of the 
GGNRA, which issues citations 
if rangers see you nude or receive 
complaints. 

How to find it: From Ocean 
Beach, drive south on the Great 
Highway. After Sloat Boulevard, the 
road goes uphill. From there, curve 
right onto Skyline Boulevard, go past 
one stoplight, and look for signs for 
Funston on the right. Turn into the 
public lot and find a space near the 
west side. At the southwest end, take 


the sandy steps to the beach, turn 
right, and walk to the dunes. Find a 
spot as far as possible from the park¬ 
ing lot. Do not go nude here on the 
weekends, and if you don’t like dogs, 
go elsewhere. 

The beach: Soft, sandy dunes 
where you can make your own pri¬ 
vate, semi-secluded nude beach. 

The crowd: Families use the 
beach on weekends and holidays, so 
nude use often dries up then. 

Problems: Lack of tolerance by 
rangers; privacy problems on week¬ 
ends; crowded parking lot on warm 
days; rough water; may be seen from 
overhead by hang gliders; roaming, 
sand-kicking dogs. 

Rating: C. 

ALAMEDA COUNTY 

► STRAWBERRY CANYON POOL 

The deck and surrounding grassy 
area at the East Pool, one of three 
pools in the Strawberry Canyon 
Recreation Area run by the 
University of California, Berkeley, 
has long been used for topless 
sunbathing. The 25-yard-by-25- 
yard pool with six lap lanes finally 
reopened, but there’s no word yet 
on whether the fun in the sun will 
continue. Before the closure, rule No. 
8 of the posted regulations said that 
“Bathing suits must be worn at all 
times by all patrons using the facility 
(State of California Health Code); 
topless sunbathing permitted.” 

Although thongs and topless¬ 
ness are banned at the facility’s West 
Pool, over the years topless use of 
the East Pool has depended on the 
weather and the crowd. One visi¬ 
tor says she had been top-free there 
“every weekend” for two years before 
the pool was closed for repairs. Very 
few women were going topless on 
weekdays, but a fair number were on 
warm weekends when in the company 
of other top-free sunbathers. Note: 
neither all-nude sunbathing nor top¬ 
less swimming are permitted, and 
top-free sunning was OK only on the 
deck of the 80-degree adult lap and 


“water jogging” East Pool, not at the 
other two. 

Legal status: Part of UC 
Berkeley. 

How to find it: In Berkeley, take 
Dwight Way east toward the hills. 
Two blocks after Piedmont Avenue, 
turn left onto Prospect Street, which 
winds around Memorial Stadium. 
Turn right onto Centennial Drive and 
follow signs a short distance to the 
Strawberry Canyon Recreation Area 
parking lot. Walk past the wading 
pool and the family-oriented West 
Pool. The Strawberry Canyon fee 
for nonstudents is $5 a day, and $60- 
to-$75 for a 15-entry pass. 

The beach: A deck and a grassy 
area around the deck of a large pool 
used for adult lap swimming. 

The crowd: Mostly UC Berkeley 
students, professors, staff, and other 
Berkeley-area residents, leaning 
heavily toward the young. At the 
www.topfreedom.com site, Becky of 
Oakland reports that “top freedom” 
was previously ranging “from 10 to 50 
percent on warm and sunny weekend 
afternoons.” 

Problems: Not designated for 
full clothing-optional use; no sand; 
not private; people must be in suits to 
swim or walk; fee. 

Rating: B. 

SAN MATEO COUNTY 

► DEVIL'S SLIDE 

Recommended! 

As work continues on a road 
and tunnel project that will bypass 
Highway 1 (for details, see www. 
origin.mercurynews.com/localnew- 
sheadlines/ci_9599936), more and 
more clothed visitors are streaming 
onto clothing-optional Grey Whale 
Cove State Beach, better known as 
Devil’s Slide to most users. Five years 
ago, about half the users were naked. 
Now, on the warmest days when as 
many as 200 people are present, about 
75 percent wear suits, according to 
beach regulars. “Everyone seems to 
coexist,” says Russ, a visitor, “but I 
still feel a little uneasy.” Gawkers 


have become another problem. 

To find most of the nudists, go to 
the north end of the big sandy beach. 
Pluses include beautiful views and 
what Russ calls “easy parking.” Adds 
Ron, who is a regular and often plays 
Frisbee or swims there, “The waves 
are pretty good.” As for minuses, 
there’s no lifeguard on duty, even 
though signs warn of occasional dan¬ 
gerous surf. The beach is open every 
day of the year. Dogs are prohibited. 

Legal status: Gray Whale Cove 
State Beach. 

How to find it: From San 
Francisco, take Highway 1 south 
through Pacifica. Three miles south 
of the Denny’s restaurant in Linda 
Mar, turn left (inland or east) on an 
unmarked road, which takes you to 
the beach’s parking lot, from which a 
146-step staircase leads to the sand. 
“The steps are in good shape,” Ron 
says. Coming from the south on 
Highway 1, look for a road on the 
right (east), 1.2 miles north of the 
Chart House restaurant in Montara. 

The beach: A 300-foot long site 
surrounded by orange-hued sandstone 
cliffs on one side and the beautiful 
Pacific Ocean on the other. Devil’s 
Slide is a great place to read, tan, jog, 
play Frisbee, or watch (true to its state 
beach name) gray whales, pelicans, 
and surfers. 

The crowd: Tourists, families, 
surfers, and naturists all use the 
beach. 

Problems: Influx of suited visi¬ 
tors; cold water, fog, and wind; land¬ 
slides sometimes close Highway 1; 
long walk to the beach; three great 
white sharks seen in the 1980s; park¬ 
ing fee. Some sexual activity reported 
in the north cove area in recent past. 
Rangers occasionally warn nude 
patrons, “Don’t even think of hav¬ 
ing sex here,” and have even made 
a few arrests. But based on several 
reports we’ve received, rangers only 
make spot checks on the sand. “They 
should cite people more often who 
are acting sexually,” says Bay Area 
Naturists leader Rich Pasco.

The carfree challenge

Carfree Cities interna¬ 
tional conference June 16-20, marvel¬ 
ing at a transportation system widely 
considered to be the most progressive 
in the United States. 

“Portland is light-years ahead of 
everyone else in this country,” said 
Leah Shahum, executive director of 
the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition, 
who attended the conference along 
with representatives from the San 
Francisco Planning and Urban 
Research Association, San Francisco 
State University, prominent urban 
design firms including Arup (which is 
designing the new Transbay Terminal 
project), architect David Baker, and 
other institutions. 

Public transit in Portland is 
extensive, cheap, frequent, and easy 
to use, with the Max line — unlike 
Muni — allowing bicycles on the 
trains. Walking is encouraged by new 
design standards and public informa¬ 
tion campaigns. A riverside freeway 
was replaced by open space years ago. 
And the large network of bicycle 
paths and other improvements to 
promote cycling have made Portland 
the only large city to earn the plati¬ 
num designation from the League of 
American Bicyclists (San Francisco is 
one tier down at gold). 

“But the reality is Portland is far 
from being great,” was the sobering 
assessment from keynote speaker Gil 
Penalosa, the former parks director 
of Bogota, Colombia, who pioneered 
carfree policies there before pushing 
the issues internationally through the 
nonprofit Walk and Bike for Life. 

Cities are facing multiple crises 
connected to over-reliance on the 
automobile — declining public health, 
environmental degradation, resource 
depletion, loss of community, and not 
enough space in US cities to handle 
the 100 million people they’ll need 
to accommodate in the next 35 years. 
And Penalosa said most are respond¬ 
ing with baby steps that deny the 
scope of the challenge. 

“Were not doing enough,” he 
said, noting that even the best US 
cities are way too dependent on auto¬ 
mobiles compared to cities that have 
made the biggest advances in reducing 
automobile use, such as Copenhagen, 
Amsterdam, Berlin, Paris, Barcelona, 
and Vancouver. 


“That’s where Portland belongs, 
and that’s the challenge,” Penalosa 
said. “Under existing conditions, we 
have to make major leaps instead of 
baby steps.” 

It was the first time that this 
eighth annual conference has been 
held in the United States, and orga¬ 
nizers said they hoped its message will 
resonate in a country that needs to 
change profoundly if it is to efficiently 
manage its growth while playing a 
positive role in dealing with global 
climate change. 

Many of the ideas raised at the 
conference and pursued in Portland 
are beginning to spread. The confer¬ 
ence opened with Depaving Day, 
a pavement-removal effort that has 
many adherents in the Bay Area, and 
closed with Sunday Parkways, dur¬ 
ing which a six-mile loop in North 
Portland was closed to cars. Such 
“Ciclovias,” which Penalosa started in 
Colombia, are planned this August in 
New York City and San Francisco. 

“There are people from all over 
the world doing amazing work,” said 
local conference coordinator Elly Blue 
of the Portland group Shift, which 
organized the conference to coincide 
with Portland’s annual Pedalpalooza, 
two weeks of fun bike events and 
other festivities. 

Many attendees noted that global 
warming, high gasoline prices (and 
the specter of Peak Oil), worsening 
public health, and persistent traffic 
congestion have made many big city 
leaders more open to carfree concepts 
than they’re ever been. 

“The climate is changing,” League 
of American Bicyclists director Andy 
Clarke said. “This is our time. It’s our 
moment to seize the opportunity and 
change our communities.” 

Mia Birk, Portland’s former bicy¬ 
cle-policy coordinator, added, “We’re 
not anti-car, but we’re trying to create 
a system where walking and biking 
are viable transportation options.” 

Birk now runs Alta Planning and 
Design, which is working on carfree 
and car-light projects with hundreds 
of cities around the world, including 
some in the Bay Area. 

“What we’re talking about is a 
true cultural revolution to encourage 
that kind of shift,” Birk said, invit¬ 
ing the crowd to “be a part of that 
revolution.” sfbg

There will be hotter things than 
the sun at this weekend’s Stern 
Grove festival: namely, the New 
Orleans keyboard grooves of 
Allen Touissant. As a songwriter, 
Toussaint’s works leave his 
pen and piano with such force 
that they pass through multiple 
artists before settling at the 
top of Billboard charts — take 
“Fortune Teller,” covered by the 
Rolling Stones, the Who, the 
Hollies, and Robert Plant and 
Allison Krauss; or Boz Scagg’s 
recording of Toussaint’s “What 
Do You Want the Girl To Do?”

Slasher-movie killers love to wear masks and draw the blood of 
hapless young-’uns, no matter what country they hail from — as 
Hell’s Ground, Pakistan’s first gore film, proudly demonstrates. 


Gore gone 

(SHOULD BE A) CULT FILM 

Pakistan: land of the Markhor 
goat (a twisty-horned national 
animal), major software industry, 
ancient civilizations, field hockey, 
purported terrorist training cells, 
and extremely good-looking 
people of both sexes. The latter, at 
least, was suggested by those who 
went to my midwestern university 
a couple decades back: they were 
terribly urbane, funny, and cool. 
Admittedly, they were the next- 
generation cream of the country’s 
privileged-liberal economic elite. 

But they endeared me to a country 
that, at least as they reflected it, 
couldn’t harbor anything too reli- 
gio-fanatical. Could it? 

Such first impressions linger 

— never mind that I have since 
become slightly less of an over¬ 
generalizing idiot. Proof that 
Pakistan retains a freethinking, 
Western-influenced minority 

— no insult intended against its 
more conservative Muslim major¬ 
ity — arrives in the unexpected 
form of Hell’s Ground (a.k.a. 
Zibahkhana ), which plays the 
Hypnodrome as a Dead Channels 
presentation. Omar Ali Khan’s 
debut feature is a frantic pileup of 


global 

horror genre tropes whose energy 
never flags. Purportedly Pakistan’s 
first gore film, it’s funny as well as 
grotesquely over-the-top. 

Much as the movie might 
strike some as proof of the Great 
Satan’s poisonous cultural influ¬ 
ence — and indeed it offers 
shameless tribute to the accumu¬ 
lated cliches of Western horror 
trash — it nonetheless hews to the 
genre’s most essential moral con¬ 
servatism. (And unlike traditional 
slashers, no T&A is bared to 
justify lethal punishment.) Among 
the film’s quintet of teens sneak¬ 
ing out of town to a rock concert 
they’ll never reach, who do you 
think is gonna survive? I wouldn’t 
place bets on the amiable pothead, 
jaded party girl, or overgroomed 
stud. Poor virtuous scholarship 
student Simon? Good girl Ayesha 
(nicknamed Ash, a la Evil Dead’s 
Bruce Campbell), who wears a 
“God Is Great” pendant? Maybe. 

After someone has the bright 
idea of taking a dirt road shortcut, 
the fivesome run across zombies 
(including midget undead), then 
the freaky inbred family of a mys¬ 
tery-meat-selling matriarch whose 
offspring are Texas Chainsaw 


Massacre brethren reincarnated 
way off the Bible Belt. The crazy 
hitcher guy is now a long-haired 
religious fanatic; as in Tobe 
Hooper’s 1974 original, he’s got 
an unpleasant surprise to spring 
once he gets in the van. Khan’s 
Leatherface equivalent substitutes 
a blood-spattered burqa and a 
lethally wielded mace for a dried- 
human-skin-mask and a buzz saw. 

Funded by entrepreneur 
Khan’s Lahore ice cream parlors, 
Hell’s Ground is a fun and accom¬ 
plished tree-shaking of Pakistan’s 
once-lively, now largely moribund 
“Lollywood” film industry. It did 
well when the country’s censor¬ 
ship board finally approved its 
theatrical release early this year. It 
emerges stateside this month via 
TLA Releasing, a normally gay¬ 
centric DVD distributor whose 
Danger After Dark label has 
recently given exposure to a gamut 
of international horror, fantasy, 
and suspense films. So far they’ve 
ranged from cheesily enjoyable 
(Greece’s first zombie flick, 2005’s 
Evil) to brilliant (Simon Rumley’s 
2006 Brit madness portrait The 
Living and the Dead). 

Despite all of the English 
comic book-panel intertitles 
(“Little did they know ... ”) and 
nods to Western horror classics, 
Hell’s Ground is shot through with 
Pakistani cultural totems (like 
a glimpse of hijiras, transvestite 
eunuchs), vintage pop, and in¬ 
jokes. Not least is the cameo by 
long-retired actor Rahan of 1967 
Pakistani cult smash The Living 
Corpse. As a chai shop proprietor, 
he warns our hapless youngsters 
that they’ve already “strayed off 
the right road” and that “good 
Muslims should be getting ready 
for evening prayers.” Later he’s 
heard pronouncing “You’re on the 
road to hell my children. Ha ha 
ha. HA HA HA!” 

“The characters in Zibahkhana 
are part of the urban elite,” Khan 
said in an interview with British 
newspaper the Guardian. “It’s 
true that class lives in a privileged 
bubble. The real, frightening, 
‘unknown’ Pakistan is out there in 
the countryside, and that is why in 
the film it is when the kids leave 
the city that they starting encoun¬ 
tering trouble.” (Dennis Harvey)

SONIC REDUCER “It’s like an old 
ship. Things break, 
things fall apart, and 
I you just keep bailing 
water and hope you 
hit land someday!” 
That’s Guy 
Carson, Cafe Du Nord owner and ex- 
Hotel Utah booker, on owning a 100- 
year-old club. Yes, there are the inevi¬ 
table aches and pains attendant with a 
structure erected just two years after 
the great quake, as well as eerie little 
trap doors and escape hatches from 
the Prohibition era. But, oh, the sto¬ 
ries the Du Nord, House of Shields, 
and Hotel Utah — a troika of oases 
overflowing with libation and live 
music that have all hit the century 
mark in the past year — could tell. 
’Member the time PJ Harvey played a 
not-so-secret show at the Utah, trig¬ 
gering round-the-block queues? Or 
the first San Francisco show by rock 
legends the Zombies at the Du Nord? 
Or the rumored gunfight played out 
by Comstock Lode robber baron 
William Sharon in front of his then- 
men’s social club, now known as the 
House of Shields? 

’Course you don’t. So much has 
been lost in the mists of Bay Area 


mythology and Barbary Coast con¬ 
jecture. But there’s always word of 
mouth — in full effect at the sham¬ 
bling, loving June 19 celebration of 
the Utah’s centennial, as Birdman 
Records’ David Katznelson presented 
witnesses like owner Damian Samuel, 
a ukulele sing-along by music writer 
Sylvie Simmons and Bart Davenport, 
and tributes by artists who have 
stomped Utah’s boards, including 
Paula Frazer and Greg Ashley. 

Since its days as Al’s Transbay 
Tavern (name-checked in 1971’s 
Dirty Harry) through the years 
owned by screenwriter Paul Gaer 
(who brought in Robin Williams and 
puppet shows), the venue has not only 
been instrumental in establishing a 
beachhead for local bands — Cake 
was considered a resident outfit in 
the 1990s and Counting Crows, 
Jewel, and Tarnation were onetime 
regulars (“For a while I used to say 
that the Hotel Utah was Geffen’s 
A&R department,” recalls Carson). 

Its communities include “open 
mic-ers, the regulars, and the people 
who live in the building,” Samuel 
offers. “It’s a live amoeba of sorts that 
has its own direction.” He says the 
UK’s Noisettes now call the Utah its 
home base, and past staffers include 
ex-booker Mike Taylor (Court and 
Spark), Cory McAbee (Billy Nayer 
Show), and Shannon Walter (16 Bitch 
Pile-Up). One of Samuel’s fave tell- 


alls: in 1997 he had to walk future 
Guns N’ Roses guitarist Buckethead 
around the block so he could make a 
dramatic entrance onstage. “Here I 
am walking him around in SoMa, a 
chicken bucket on his head,” Samuel 
recalls. “He kept saying, T didn’t real¬ 
ize this block was so long.’ ” 

Uptown, a century ago, the 
House of Shields also threw open its 
doors — in a much more hush-hush 
way: the venue began life as a men’s 
social club, and the only women 
permitted in until the ’70s were, says 
owner Alexis Filipello, “working 
girls.” These days, the venue that got 
its name from its ’30s owner Eddie 
Shields is more likely to see indie art¬ 
ists like Sean Smith and Beam than 
highly establishment swells sneaking 
a stiff drink, but the crowd remains 
raucous, gathered around the elegant 
bar originally meant for the Pied 
Piper watering hole in the Palace 
Hotel across New Montgomery. 
When artist Maxfield Parrish made 
his Pied Piper of Hamelin mural (1909) 
far too long for the piece, the bar was 
sent over to Palace cobuilder William 
Sharon’s other nightspot. After 
Filipello bought the watering hole in 
2003, she restored the natural wood, 
refurbished the moldings, reuphol¬ 
stered the booths, and jettisoned the 
“funky” taxidermy. “It was just such a 
beautiful old location, a piece of San 
Francisco’s history,” she recalls. “We 


did a lot of work to get it back up to 
its beauty.” No plans, however, for the 
firmly closed underground passage 
that links House of Shields to the 
Palace. Persistent rumors have it that 
in 1923, President Warren Harding 
died, not in the Palace as officially 
reported, but in the Shields’ speak¬ 
easy, and was transported through 
the tunnel back to his suite to avoid 
Prohibition-period scandal. 

The ground is still shaking, hap¬ 
pily, around Cafe Du Nord, which 
hit its 100th in October. In the next 
year Carson hopes to create a cof- 
feehouse/art space upstairs next to the 
club, where performers can show their 
work, then play a show upstairs at the 
Swedish American Hall — which 
has hosted performers ranging from 
Cat Power to Michael Hurley — or 
downstairs at the Du Nord. He also 
plans to install an elevator where the 
Du Nord women’s room now sits, 
renovating the space so he can do the 
unique, one-off shows he prefers. 

Carson is striving to continue 
nurturing the creative spirit of the 
Utah. “The difference between then 
and now is that everything costs so 
much. Our overhead here is so high, 
you can’t fail,” he says. Back in ‘90 
when Gaer hired him at the Utah, he 
adds, “it wasn’t a big financial nut to 
crack, and we ran it like a living art 
experiment. I really miss those days. 

It was fun!” sfbg

East Oakland hyphy god Keak da Sneak 
drops his new full-length

After three and a half years chas¬ 
ing rappers for the Guardian , I’ve 
met, photographed, and finally 
interviewed Keak da Sneak, but 
never all at once. Getting ahold of 
E-40 is a breeze compared to track¬ 
ing down Keak. One of the only 
Bay artists whose singles routinely 
play on KM EL, even hitting num¬ 
ber one locally with 2005’s “Super 
Hyphy,” Keak is perpetually hot and 
therefore elusive. When I recently 
interviewed Keak by phone, he was 
a continent away in NYC, under 
the watchful eye of Koch Records 
executives eager to promote his new 
album, Deified. 

The release of Deified on Koch, 
one of the country’s biggest inde¬ 
pendent imprints, is significant 
not just for Keak but for the entire 
Bay Area. While major-label discs 
by Mistah FAB and Clyde Carson 
continue to languish, Deified could 
be the breakthrough everyone’s 
hoping for. With his diehard local 
following, plus an instantly recog¬ 
nizable, burbling, volcanic growl 
spewing out new slang like “hyphy” 
and “fasheezy,” Keak has a real shot 
at shattering the glass ceiling frus¬ 
trating the Bay’s national ambitions. 

“My fans and the Bay are 
behind me, but I want to see the 


world’s reaction,” Keak said. “I 
wanted to make this album much 
more than a Bay Area album.” 

Naturally, the question arises: 
where was this album in ’05 when 
“Super Hyphy” was peaking? 
Originally released on the Rah 
Records compilation Dopegame 2, 
“Super Hyphy” was such an unex¬ 
pected hit that Keak had no album 
ready to follow. Moreover, in 2006, 
after making national noise on E- 
40’s “Tell Me When to Go,” Keak 
was in a contractual dispute he 
claims scuttled major-label interest. 

“Right after ‘Tell Me When 
to Go’ and the hyphy move¬ 
ment, when that wave was going, 
people expected me to drop,” he 
recalled. “I had [Universal Records 
executive] Sylvia Rome come to my 
house and try to give me $1 mil¬ 
lion. Someone claimed I had a con¬ 
tract with them, but they never sent 
a copy. They bluffed us for a year, 
so I missed that deal.” 

Besides holding up his own 
career, the delay, Keak feels, also 
squandered hyphy’s momentum. 
“The introduction wasn’t right 
because my album didn’t drop,” said 
the rapper. “40 opened the door 
with that single, but he still didn’t 
introduce hyphy. He introduced the 
hyphy movement .” 

“But hyphy is a ritual. It’s a Bay 
way of life,” Keak continued, refer¬ 


ring to the dread-shaking, ghostrid¬ 
ing ghetto culture that shows no 
sign of waning. “This is what we do 
every day. So hyphy has never died. 
The movement might have died 
because we ain’t sticking together.” 

Of course, in order to have 
impact, Deified needs to be tight, 
and Keak’s releases haven’t always 
been top-shelf. While there’s been 
no shortage of Keak titles during 
the last few years, Keak claims 
only three previous solo discs 
— Sneakacydal (Moedoe, 1999), Hi- 
Tek (Moedoe, 2001), and Copium 
(Sumday, 2003) — disowning much 
of his extensive catalog. 

“People said they had me under 


contract and were just gathering up 
songs,” he complained. “The deals 
weren’t the right deal, so when I fell 
back on that shit, these guys put 
albums out.” 

Fortunately, Deified is exactly 
what Keak wants, down to the 
cover art. Produced almost entirely 
by Modesto’s Young Mozart, 
responsible for Keak’s popular 
“That Go,” which is present in 
remix form and features Prodigy 
and Alchemist, the album con¬ 
tains the burgeoning radio single, 
“Nothing Without You,” with 
Messy Marv — a rare love song for 
both rappers and a good indication 
of how well-rounded an artist Keak 


has become. Most important, while 
local rappers often distance them¬ 
selves from the region’s sound when 
attempting to go national, Deified is 
unmistakably a contemporary Bay 
Area album, even as it looks back to 
classic mob music. 

Since his deal with Koch 
involves just one album, the disc 
could be the springboard back 
into major label consideration. 

“I didn’t want to get tied up for 
three or four years,” Keak conclud¬ 
ed. “I want to drop this album, 
see how it do, then talk to the majors 
again.” Here’s hoping Deified leads 
to that conversation, sfbg 


HIROCKS: DIGGING UP VETERAN THRASH COMBO HIRAX FOR THE FREE OUTDOOR METAL FEST, TIDAL WAVE 


“We’re like a cockroach,” explains Hirax vocalist Katon W. De 
Pena early on in our lively recent phone interview. “You can’t 
kill us.” De Pena founded Hirax in Los Angeles in 1984, and if 
his enthusiasm is any indication, the enemies of metal better 
start stockpiling Raid. Although they never achieved the tower¬ 
ing reputation of the bands they rubbed shoulders with in the 
1980s, De Pena’s newly reinvigorated outfit is working harder 
than ever, deep in the once-underground thrash trenches 
including gradually disinterred, now-ascendant old-schoolers 
like Death Angel, Exodus, and Testament, and eager newcomers 
such as Municipal Waste, Hatchet, and Merciless Death. 

Hirax has second billing behind Exodus at the 11th Tidal 
Wave Festival, a free outdoor metal concert taking place July 
5 and 6 in John McLaren Park. Way back in 1984, the band got 
its first big break with a feature in Tim Yohannon’s influential 
Bay Area zine, Maximum Rocknroll, and De Pena overflows with 
appreciation for the support San Francisco has shown his group 
over the years: “Playing free is like giving something back to the 
movement that helped spawn thrash metal. We have a lot of 
great memories from playing San Francisco.” 

The outfit has always had a fiercely independent streak, 
which served them in good stead when a bunch of guys in 
flannel hacked down the tent pole at the metal big top in the 



early ’90s. Since parting with Metal Blade in 1986, Hirax’s 
members have been the masters of their headbanging domain, 
releasing albums through their own label and distributing them 
around the world through licensing deals with major players like 
Relapse and Century Media Records. 

This uncompromising approach has won them widespread 
respect, and relentless touring has uncovered dormant thrash¬ 
ers desperate for something to rock out to. De Pena has 


become a connoisseur of the American metal heartland. “In the 
US, there are cities that are just amazing, like Allentown, Penn.,” 
he says. “We meet these fans, and it puts it in perspective why 
you do it. They believe in you. That they care so much keeps 
you caring.” 

It looks like a new dawn for thrash in America, and De Pena 
thinks his band is ready to capitalize. Crediting his natural stub¬ 
bornness and the support of his “total metalhead” wife who 
saw him through the dark days of the ’90s, the ebullient front¬ 
man sees a bright future ahead. “I think people are looking for 
something exciting, and thrash metal has that,” says De Pena. 
“It always was very exciting. Over the last 10 years, music has 
gotten pop-y or emo or nu metal, and people have wanted 
something with more edge to it. It’s just gotten better and bet¬ 
ter [for Hirax] every year.” (Ben Richardson)

At his Beck and call 

Meth Teeth take dude mountain

The year 1994 was when Beck 
Hansen finally went electric. Prior to 
Mellow Gold (Geffen), he lodged in 
a shed, made homespun cassettes of 
lo-fi recordings, and busked on the 
streets of Los Angeles. Panned by 
critics as a novelty for slacker-minded 
Gen Xers, Beck epitomized the slack, 
flannel-draped, messy-haired ethos of 
most teenagers at the time — myself 
included — and his post-grunge 
anthem, “Loser,” catapulted him to 
buzz clip status on MTV faster then 
you could spell Porno for Pyros. 
Shortly afterward, K Records quietly 
released One Foot in the Grave — an 


album’s worth of folk songs recorded 
before Mellow Gold that pretty much 
fell upon deaf ears while Beck rode 
his commercial wave of fame. 

Mattey Hunter of the Portland, 
Ore., psych-folk-noise duo Meth 
Teeth, however, took notice. The 
vocalist-guitarist revealed through 
an e-mail that he purchased the 
album when he was 12 because 
“Loser” was “all over the radio,” and 
he still considers it to be at the one 
of his favorite records. 

“It’s just Beck and some friends, 
a trash-can acoustic, and him play¬ 
ing the songs he wants to play, 
totally stripped down,” he pointed 
out. “He covers blues songs and sings 
sad love songs. I’ve never gotten into 


the other stuff he did, but that one 
blows my mind.” 

Meth Teeth’s folky inclinations 
are foreshadowed on the CD-R 
Hunter sent me in the mail. The disc 
comprises songs from the group’s 
February self-titled seven-inch on 
the Sweet Rot imprint as well as a 
handful of tracks from their forth¬ 
coming debut, Taking Dude Mountain 
by Strategy. It’s raw, yet Hunter and 
drummer Kyle Raquipiso jack up the 
din so that the needles kiss the red. 
The tunes are ultra-catchy with a 
psych-pop garagey tang. The ampli¬ 
fiers sound fried and blown out with 
fuzz and hiss while Raquipiso bangs 
away at his kit, and Hunter’s drawls 
are syrupy and monotone in delivery. 
You can hear Syd Barrett and the 
Kinks at once, but Hunter claims he 
started Meth Teeth in reaction to his 
past musical experiences, “coming 
from a long line of punk bands and 
dealing with shitty band politics.” 

“There is a great to deal to be said 
about someone who writes about what 
they think or feel rather than doing 
that post-punk lyrical thing that 
sounds like you’re trying to rip off 
David Byrne’s ideas,” Hunter writes. 

“I love David Byrne, but you gotta 
change it up every once in a while. 

All styles wear out their welcome, as 
they should.” sfbg

NO WALLFLOWERS: TILLY AND THE WALL ENJOY THE RIDE 


... And you shall know Tilly and the Wall 
by their tap-dancing rather than their 
drumming, their girl-gang vocals, their 
dazzling finery, the virtual — and at 
times, I swear, literal — confetti in the 
air. So is it any shock that the Omaha, 

Neb., five-piece, once better known 
as a Bright Eyes spin-off, has become 
one of the most beloved live indie acts 
to still hop in a van and hit the road? 

Nonetheless, the ensemble, which more often resembles 
a hyperpositive winsome art project than your average 
stony-faced indie rock unit, has weathered its share of 
audience adversity. 

“We once played a coffeehouse, opening for Pedro the 
Lion, and there was one guy sitting in front, sawing logs,” 
muses vocalist Neely Jenkins from Omaha, thinking back 
on the band’s oddest performances. “We were like, ‘Really? 
We’re that boring? We gotta do something.’” 

Hence the Tilly and the Wall approach: no snores, no 
folded-arms bores, and this time out, a crew member devot¬ 
ed to lights. “Having gone to shows since I was in junior 
high, I know what shows excite me,” says Jenkins, 34, who 
once performed with tap-dancing bandmate Jamie Pressnall 
in Conor Oberst’s poppy Park Ave. “It is nice to have some¬ 
thing to look at, to make it more fun and more visually 


stimulating. Especially now because 
tickets are so expensive — you better 
put on a good show.” 

The wild children of the Midwest 
are attempting to hold their fans’ 
attention offstage as well with their 
latest, third full-length, a multitex- 
tured affair enigmatically titled 0 
(Team Love), after the oval frame that 
will surround the various, limited-edi¬ 
tion, handmade prints created by friends. The covers’ col¬ 
lages, watercolors, and cartoonish imagery visually parallels 
the collaborative approach of Tilly and the Wall, touching on 
0’s new moods and musical turns, which capture both feisty 
girl-group pop (“Blood Flowers”) and sample-propelled Of 
Montreal-like psych-bounce (“Chandelier Lake”). 

“Our sounds have been sort of lighter, but our subject 
matter has always been a little bit darker,” Jenkins explains. 
“I feel like there were some more truthful feelings in this 
one. It wasn’t just the happier side of life. It wasn’t a cover. 
There was some real stuff going on.” (Kimberly Chun)

LIL WAYNE 
Tha Carter III 

(Universal/Motown/Cash Money) 

The hype machine surrounding Lil 
Wayne is unbelievable. Ladies are 
swooning and rap nerds are drool¬ 
ing everywhere he drops a verse. 

Is the long-awaited Carter III as 
hot as he’s talked it up to be? It’s 
no classic, but it only missteps a 
bit in its skit-free 16 tracks, which 
showcase the thrilling malleability 
of Weezy’s gooey New Orleans 
drawl. Sporting a crew of famous 
producers and MCs, he manages 
here to reconcile the recklessly 
free-associative wordplay of his 
mixtapes since 2005’s Tha Carter II 
(Cash Money) with a careful, clever 
club-pop sensibility. 

His voice hits a hypnotic strut 
on bangers “A Milli” and “You 
Ain’t Got Nuthin,” but much of 
the album is given over to more 
reflective tunes, like the Kanye 
West-produced “Comfortable” 
and the easygoing “Dr. Carter,” in 
which he humorously pretends to 
lend a surgeon’s touch to the rap 
game’s lyrically delinquent over 
jazzy drum fills. Monster hit and 
highlight “Lollipop” doesn’t appear 
until near the full-length’s second 
half, which has a coupla bum tracks 
— the uninspired “Playing with 
Fire” and his bloated rant against 
the Rev. Al Sharpton on closer 
“Don’t Get It” — and less memo¬ 
rable rhymes than those found 
on the album’s opening numbers. 
Witness the opener, “3 Peat”: “I got 
game like Stuart Scott! / Fresh out 
the ESPN shop.” He’s still a bit of 
a goofball, but Wayne has proved 
himself excitement-worthy on this 
revelatory, tightly constructed disc.

SILVER JEWS 

Lookout Mountain, Lookout Sea 

(Drag City) 

As a reluctant holdout from the 
classic era of indie-rock, Silver 
Jews wordsmith David Berman is 
wondering: “What’s with all the 
handsome grandsons in these rock- 
band magazines? And what have 
they done with the fat ones, the 
bald, and the goateed?” 

This rakish couplet is vintage 
Berman: curmudgeonly but with 
a sweet rind. Over seven albums 
for Drag City, Berman has firmly 
established his brand of tossed-off 
aphorisms and wry recognition. His 
deadpanned verses simultaneously 
seem trivial and strange, messy 
and labored over: “Pain works on 
a sliding scale / So does pleasure 
in a Candy Jail / True love doesn’t 
come around / Any more than 
fate allows / On a Monday in Fort 
Lauderdale.” Two of the best tracks 
on Lookout Mountain, Lookout Sea 
(“Suffering Jukebox,” “Strange 
Victory, Strange Defeat”) lean on 
guitar leads very close to 1998’s 
“Random Rules.” But while Berman 
might not be breaking much new 
ground musically with this full- 
band outing, he’s settling nicely 
into country-ish plainspoken-ness. 
One longs to hear Willie Nelson’s 
take on “Candy Mountain,” and on 
album closer “We Could Be Looking 
for the Same Thing,” Berman turns 
over cliched phrases as if they were 
riddles, making Nashville loneliness 
sparkle anew. (Max Goldberg) 



TOUMAST 

Ishumar 

(Real World) 

Music can be more powerful than 
bullets. No one knows this better 
than Toumast’s lead guitarist and 
vocalist Moussa Ag Kenya, who 
fought for his nomadic Taureg 
people’s rights across Saharan 
battlefields. After a war injury, 
he took up the guitar and invited 
his cousin Aminatou Goumar to 
form a band that incorporates Jimi 
Hendrix’s lyrical fretwork, Albert 
King’s indignant vocals, and Malian 
master Ali Farka Toure’s percus¬ 
sive North African blues. Toumast, 
which means “identity,” carries on 
the fight with Ishumar, an expres¬ 
sive, driving album grounded in 
longing and liberation. 

Because the Taureg reside in 
a desert no-man’s land between 
Algeria, Libya, Niger, and Mali, 
there are diverse African choral 
and instrumentation nuances, 
similar to gypsy music’s Eastern 
and Western European hybrids. But 
like their musical and political men¬ 
tors Tinariwen, Toumast’s music 
speaks uniquely to their hardships 
and struggle for acceptance. On 
“Ammilana,” Goumar’s incisive 
vocals lament the “many promises 
for our people, who have suffered 
for so many years, always isolated 
from the world.” Her pain and 
resolve echo through every word. 
Ishumar heats up toward the end 
with the melancholic but rocking 
“Kik Ayittma (Hey! My Brothers!),” 
and the richly produced Saharan 
trance rhythms of “Amindinine (Oh 
My Friend).” Handclaps, shouts, 
and ululations add emotional ten¬ 
sion to a recording rife with rebel¬ 
liousness. Although Toumast has 
rested their rifles, their engaging 
musical battle for dignity continues.

JUDAS PRIEST Nostradamus (Epic) 

Headbangers and symphony patrons may never see eye-to-eye on, say, fashion, but their preferred styles of music 
have plenty in common. Judas Priest’s latest directly draws on metal’s classical roots for a two-disc concept album 
tracing the 16th-century prognosticator’s life. Alas, there’s no song compiling Nostradamus’ controversial predic¬ 
tions. His prophecies are more abstractly referred to in lyrics like “Visions in the night / Show me what is right.” 
Rob Halford, who turns 57 this year, proves his elastic voice is still suited for rock operatics — and Nostradamus, 
lushly orchestrated and laden with nearly as many impassioned slow jams as fist-pumping rockers, manages to be 
vividly theatrical without being pretentious. Snort if you will at a concept long-player in these ADD times — it’s 
Priest, man. If they don’t do it, who will? (Cheryl Eddy)

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AL GREEN 
Lay It Down 

(Blue Note) 

Recent re-viewings of a 1972 
episode of the late Ellis Haizlip’s 
Soul — starring pre-grits Al Green 
— shows the last great soul 
singer already masterful at 25. 
Supported by his crack band, with 
Hendrix pal Larry Lee providing 
dulcet stratospheric guitar, Green 
croons, whispers, shouts, and 
swoops through such classics as 
“I’m So Tired of Being Alone” and 
“Look What You’ve Done for Me.” 
Two other key elements of this 
riveting performance: the artist 
unstudied and vulnerable, con¬ 
fessing his loner nature to Haizlip, 
and his unabashed, sustained 
professions of love reflected fear¬ 
lessly by the live audience. 

Post-soul babies and cul¬ 
tural critics of my generation are 
accused of nostalgia when we 
ask, “Where did our love go?” 
while surveying contemporary 
R&B. Green’s new Lay It Down 
nimbly steps into black music’s 
debilitating generation gap, allay¬ 
ing our fears of urban treacle’s 
permanence. The Southern 
titan’s first-ever Top 10 debut 
also underscores our criticism 
about today’s aspiring crop of 
vocalists and their inability to 
distinguish themselves in the 
crowd. Mercifully, Philly’s current 
soul trust — Ahmir “?uestlove” 
Thompson and James Poyser — 
solicited some who risk creativity 
and experimentation: Anthony 
Hamilton and John Legend. And 
the late Spanky Alford brings 
the hallmark ethereal psych gui¬ 
tar, fluidly riding the 11 songs’ 
sacred/profane rift. This band of 
brothers’ retronuevo approach is 
deployed stunningly on midtempo 
burner “You’ve Got the Love I 
Need.” With fellow Dixie brer 
Hamilton riding shotgun through 
grace and grit, Rev restores our 
long lost love and the fully dimen¬ 
sional black man to a needy audi¬ 
ence.

PREVIEW Anybody out there miss hip-house? I do, although I often 
blush at its bare innocence — coming at a time before the separatism 
of gangsta rap and corporate rave, when 1980s MCs like Fast Eddie, Kool 
Rock Steady, Merlin, or the Wee Papa Girls could preen over a jazzy or acid- 
inflected groove and it felt like underground worlds colliding brilliantly. 

Nuyorican house DJ, producer, and rapper Mr. V isn’t exactly the reincar¬ 
nation of that much-maligned genre, although 2005’s “V Gets Jazzy” (Vega) 
with Louie Vega is a fierce update of KC Flightt’s 1987 hip-house classic 
“Let’s Get Jazzy” (TMT). Mr. V’s not even a rapper, per se — he’s more into 
gently exhorting the crowd to “Put Your Drink Down,” do “Da Bump,” and 
“Jus’ Dance,” because he’s giving you “Somethin’ With Jazz.” Those four spo¬ 
ken-vocal jams have been lodged in club speakers worldwide for the past three 
years, and the 34-year-old Mr. V’s instantly recognizable voice, combined 
with spooky-stunning mixes from Masters at Work and Quentin Harris, has 
injected some of the old hip-house glow and energy into house’s ever-looming 
loungeteria doldrums. When Mr. V sexily growls, “Bring some baby powder 
to the dance floor,” boards from Brooklyn to Jo’burg get liberally sprinkled. 

V’ll be spinning an old-school eclectic set — and hopefully taking the mic 
— at Mighty on Saturday, July 5 as part of the “For the Love of House” party, 
a title that somewhat confusingly refers to yet another nuevo hip-house hit, 
2005’s “4 the Love” by DJ Karizma, who’ll be appearing July 13 at the Super 
Soul Sundayz weekly in the Temple catacombs (www.myspace.com/supersoul- 
sundayz). A mini hip-house revival? Break out the talcum. (Marke B.)

Fillmore Jazz Festival 



PREVIEW Known during the 
mmm ’40s and ’50s as the “Harlem of 
the West,” the Fillmore District once 
housed a spirited enclave of West 
Coast jazz culture. Over time the 
district has endured periods of strug¬ 
gle. The recently installed Fillmore 
branch of Yoshi’s symbolizes the dis¬ 
trict’s fight to respect its past while 
staying in step with the present. 

The Fillmore Jazz Festival began 
after much of the current “urban 
renewal” (i.e., the construction of 
large apartment buildings) took hold. 

Now in its 24th year, the popular 

two-day festival draws nearly 100,000 people as a strong reminder of jazz’s 
prominence in the Fillmore. The musical slate holds many established local 
performers, including Fillmore veteran Kim Nalley, local favorites Jazz on 
Mondays, and world-influenced Sila and the Afrofunk experience. 

Bruce Forman is one of the prime-time headliners. The longtime gui¬ 
tarist began the JazzMasters Workshop in 2001, a nonprofit focused on 
giving free jazz lessons to kids. In 2006 he became an artist in residence 
at University of Southern California’s studio/jazz guitar department. With 
Western-influenced band Cow Bop, Forman recently completed his own 
Route 66 Challenge, which consisted of Forman and company touring 
along the length of the famous highway, with the proceeds going toward 
the JazzMasters Workshop. (Kevin Lee)

“Jim Campbell: Home Movies” 


REVIEW The West Coast electronic artist Jim Campbell returns 
mmm to the University of California, Berkeley Art Museum to reprise his 
popular 2006 installation “Home Movies,” a screening of amateur, low- 
resolution family films projected through a tapestry of LED lights. Strung 
from ceiling to floor, the highly pixilated reflections of quotidian family 
life become nothing less than digital simulacra when magnified to such 
extremes. Building on the conceptual linkages of his Illuminated Averages 
(2001-03) and Ambiguous Icons (2000-03) series, the technophile artist has 
arrived at a startling depiction of memory and magic. Campbell’s explora¬ 
tions of communications apparatuses since the mid-1980s largely mirrors 
the hypermodernist theories of Jean Baudrillard — problematizing rather 
than simply fetishizing the digital domain — and rejects the scientific 
utopianism of Bergsonian temporality for the more radical slippages of 
personalized memories and nostalgia. For Campbell, the question surely 
remains whether digital perception has elevated or mutated our inscriptions 
of the past. 

The answer, of course, is far from conclusive and further still from 
novel. In fact, “Home Movies” is reminiscent of cinema’s magical roots in 
the 18th century Fantasmagorie shows, which posed similar concerns in 
their embrace of new technologies. Spectral and hypnotic in their visual 
imperfections, these magical lantern exhibitions introduced the sublime 
moment when the still painting became animate, reaching out from its 
crypt of secrets to grab hold of the spectator in a living darkness. The 
Fantasmagorie often thrived on intimate family images, using projected 
portraits of recently deceased ancestors to unsettle or mesmerize the 
audience. In his brilliance, Campbell has recognized a similar power in 
manipulating the iconography of America’s recent past, using the omni¬ 
present home movie as a prop of sorts for his own digital legerdemain. 

Historical and aesthetic precedents aside, “Home Movies” is a supreme 
cinematic delight, re-presenting the primal pleasures of film-going but 
refracting this nostalgic glow through a matrix of increasing digital 
deconfiguration. (Erik Morse)

Domestic unrest 

Visiting artists home-invade through 
dance, with varying results

Survival often depends on one’s abil¬ 
ity to scurry around. Dancers and 
smaller-scale presenters must use 
their wits if they want to show their 
audiences more than homegrown 
fare. For the most part, the process 
at SCUBA — a presenters’ network 
that shares companies out of Seattle, 
Minneapolis, Philadelphia, and San 
Francisco — works. Sometimes, 
however, there is a glitch. Such was 
the case June 26-28 with one of the 
two dance installations presented 
as part of “ODC Theater Festival 
2: Local Heroes/Big Picture,” Kate 
Watson-Wallace’s House and Karen 
Sherman’s Tiny Town. 

Watson-Wallace has made 
something of a reputation for herself 
in her home city of Philadelphia, 
where she takes over physical loca¬ 
tions and transforms them through 
performance. Since these are 
acutely site-specific works, traveling 
with them is difficult. At Theater 
Artaud, she was confronted with a 
huge space that has a strong person¬ 
ality of its own. It proved particu¬ 


larly problematic during the first of 
two performances on opening night 
when the soft light of dusk streamed 
through the huge, history-crusted 
windows of Artaud’s loading dock. 
She also had to deal with memories 
(at least this audience member’s) of 
Lizz Roman, Joanna Haigood, and 
other artists who have presented 
their own — and stronger — inter¬ 
pretations of Artaud. Watson- 
Wallace works best with intimacy, 
and her production simply needed 
more confinement than the space or 
the budget allowed. 

House consisted of what prob¬ 
ably were three excerpts from the 
original piece, performed in the 
theater’s loading dock and lobby. 

To create the dining room, she 
placed a long table and six chairs in 
a corner, which afforded some sense 
of enclosure. This first part was 
choreographically the richest, and 
well performed by Watson-Wallace, 
Megan Mazarick, and John Luna 
with local dancers Sebastian Grubb, 
Jocelyn Lee, and Marisa Mariscotti. 
Shifting relationships — on, over, 
and under the table, as well as 
up the wall — flowed with the 


inevitability of clock time, yet they 
were filled with nuanced little fits 
and starts. An emotional climate 
redolent with suggestions of love, 
rebellion, and fatigue recalled tense 
moments around anyone’s family 
dinner table. People came and went, 
hands tentatively touched, looks 
were exchanged, support was given 
and withdrawn. 

In the living room — sug¬ 
gested by a sofa, rug, and coffee 
table nailed halfway up a wall 

— Mazarick’s slow-paced solo had 
to deal with gravity as she slithered, 
climbed, and hung over the furni¬ 
ture. This was bland. Two pillows 
attached to Artaud’s lobby served 
as Watson-Wallace and Luna’s bed¬ 
room. A live video projected their 
movement onto a lumpy mattress. 
The duo’s well-danced intimacy 

— tender, playful, troubled — sug¬ 
gested two people used to each other 
in bed and out. I kept wondering 
whether an element of voyeurism 
was supposed to be at play between 
the real and the virtual performance. 
If there was, I didn’t see it. 

Sherman resides in Minneapolis 
but was born in St. Louis. The per¬ 
son sitting next to me at the show 
was familiar with the choreogra¬ 
pher’s birthplace and caught local 
references that escaped me. Tiny 
Town was a sardonic but curiously 
affectionate portrait that peeled 


away the layers of what the program 
described as a “Midwestern land¬ 
scape,” yet this could be any small 
town. It’s a place where everyone 
minds everyone else’s business, 
where residents frantically try to 
keep up and fit in — and woe to 
those who can’t. 

Tiny was meticulously crafted 
with rich production values. It ran 
a little flat toward the end, but 
showcased fine performances from 
dancers Sherman, Joanna Furnans, 
Megan Mayer, Morgan Thorson, 
and Kristin Van Loon. You knew 
that not everything was right behind 
the set’s picket fences when a rising 
cloud revealed two atomic reactors 
and a woman with her legs tied 
literally turned herself upside down 
to “walk.” She ended headfirst in a 
stack of pancakes, and that was just 
for starters. In this world of superfi¬ 
cial prettiness — flowers stuffed in 
mailboxes, glittery party dresses — 
tomboys get beaten up and toothy 
housewives are indeed desperate. 

The dancing was appropriately 
stiff-legged and fractured, full of 
moments infused with a dogged 
persistence. It spoke volumes about 
discomfort within one’s skin, if 
not outright self-hatred. And all 
of it was presented with pasted-on 
smiles, sfbg

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Scott Wells and Dancers 


PREVIEW Watching dancers launch themselves into space is every 
wmm bit as exciting as the sparks and explosions that fill traditional July 
4 celebrations. Take, for example, the frequently airborne Scott Wells and 
Dancers. The company’s Last Call show will be every bit as full of surpris¬ 
es as a fireworks display, only more environmentally friendly and weather 
independent. If you’re not familiar with this masterful artist, Wells is a 
super free spirit who has been setting up frameworks for contact improvi¬ 
sation pieces for the past 16 years. Many choreographers create works that 
use contact improvisation as a starting point for generating ideas that then 
get formalized. But Wells offers the real thing: the experience that there 
is only one moment, and it’s now. He also chooses music wisely and uses it 
beautifully. Two things strike you when you watch these dancers/athletes 
tumble, fly, and roll: the trust is absolute, and so is the fun. For Last Call, 
the company is bringing back — for the last time, Wells says — Home 
Again , the riotous 1991 encounter of man-meets-furniture. I am no great 
sports fan, but when Wells mounts Gym Mystics , his 2007 take on gymnas¬ 
tics, I’ll join the club. Also on the schedule is the world premiere of West 
Side Story , staged for 11 performers to Leonard Bernstein’s legendary score. 
Independence Day festivities include a 5 p.m. party prior to the perfor¬ 
mance with food, drinks, movies, and a guest artist. (Rita Felciano)

Many footloose years later she winds 
up instead working the graveyard shift at a 
Santa Monica shelter for mentally ill homeless 
women, barely making ends meet herself and 
in fact crashing half the time on the office 
couch. After several years of ministering at the 
margins, she’s on the brink of thorough disillu¬ 
sionment when a budding romance with a shyly 
decorous composer-accordionist named Harold 
provokes what amounts to a little secular crisis 
of faith (not to mention a hysterically ingenu¬ 
ous accounting of one of the more off-putting 
sex scenes ever committed to the stage). If 
Randolph is way past identifying as even a wan¬ 
nabe saint, she’s still got some of the attributes 
you might expect to find in one, like an indomi¬ 
table ego, an unusual store of courage and 
compassion and, most important, a flawless 
instinct for the hilarious and generally outra¬ 
geous. They all come couched in a natural-born 
performer with a veteran’s chops (she came up 
through the famed Los Angeles-based comedy 
group the Groundlings), giving her low-key, very 
funny, and surprisingly tender 75-minute Off- 
Broadway solo show (directed by Alan Bailey) a 
quiet sense of the miraculous. (Avila)

Director Russell 
Blackwood’s ever-game cast is uneven but 
has its brightest spots in the crucial places, 
beginning with Jef Valentine’s vivacious drag 
“queen” Theodora, a prostitute-turned-pent- 
up empress and misunderstood misanthrope 
with a great pair of gams, who in desperation 


(and a camp form of Shakespearean hyper¬ 
reality) disguises herself as a boy to visit her 
old friend, the gypsy queen Fata Morgana (an 
equally sharp Eric Tyson Wertz), for help with 
her loveless marriage to the emperor Justinian 
(RJ Owens) — a royal pain in the ass to all, not 
least to love slave Toso (T.J. Buswell), object of 
Justinian’s un-Zen and unwanted arrangements 
of peacock feathers. A plot or two later, this 
evergreen one-act “tragedy” ends all red in 
the obligatory bloodbath, before the colorful 
evening continues with a reasonably diverting 
Hypnodrome floorshow known as “The Blue

Along the way, Bell flows easily from biting to 
charming, pensive to goofy. Through studying 
martial arts, dating white women, getting a 
fancy salon haircut, and living in San Francisco, 
Bell comes to realize there are really only two 
kinds of people in this world. I was glad to find 
out that he and I are the same kind.

Other highlights include David 
Ackerman’s Shred This, an Eugene Ionesco-like 
duet between fellow office flunkies (Damian 
Lanahan-Kalish and Riley) at the paper shred¬ 
der, where boredom and paranoia mix with 
delusions of authoritarian grandeur and wish¬ 
ful thinking (amid versatile clumps of tattered 
paper). And Ryan Beebe’s Something Warm 
measures loneliness and the fleeting nature of 
relationships among three everyday lost souls 
(Drew Crocker, Owens and Riley) with under¬ 
stated truth, bitingly funny dialogue, and some 
of the best performances of an already strong 
evening. Even for a company with many more 
seasons and a frill-filled budget behind it, lean 
and mean Sleepwalkers deliver notable taste, 
smarts, and talent. (Avila)

PREVIEW It s hard to believe that a thriving and often violent labor 
wmm movement ever existed in the United States. Workers here were once 
socialists, communists, and anarchists: they rioted, threw bombs, and were 
jailed. Sometimes, they were even executed. But most important — they were 
organized. 

So what killed the American labor movement? Were the bulk of its 
demands met? Did the government systematically eradicate it? Has the deporta¬ 
tion of factory jobs, combined with a growing number of illegal immigrants ripe 
for exploitation, made it irrelevant? 

Whatever the cause of labor’s decline in the US, the global labor movement 
has not been wholly pacified, as evidenced by Laborfest 2008. In its 14th year, 
the monthlong festival presents a medley of films, art, historical tours, and talks 
aimed at informing San Franciscans about labor history and the contemporary 
issues facing workers around the world. 

Opening night features the West Coast premiere of Ken Loach’s It’s a Free 
World (2007), a film that explores the social and economic conditions of migrant 
workers in East London. Also this week: Sacco and Vanzetti (2006) documents 
the story of the Italian-born anarchists executed in 1927 after an infamously 
unjust trial. Eugene Debs and the American Movement (1977) details the life of the 
famous labor leader. Un Poquito De Tanta Verdad (2007) delves into recent labor 
organization and media issues in Oaxaca, Mexico. The Labor Art Show assem¬ 
bles images from workers’ struggles worldwide. You can also check out talks on 
pro-union theater or Latinos in California and Silicon Valley, or take a biking or 
walking tour of San Francisco’s labor and protest history.

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Sense and sensitivity in Horacio 
Castellanos Moya’s Senselessness

0 “The moment one 
learns English, 
complications set 
in,” wrote Spanish 
ex-pat Felipe Alfau, 
in English, begin¬ 
ning his 1948 novel Chromos (first 
published in 1990). Learning 
English, he wrote, “far from 
increasing [ones] understanding 
of life, if this were possible, only 
renders it hopelessly muddled and 
obscure.” While this might be 
true of learning any new language 
— one starts to see how words 
simply refer to other words — we 
might say the same about litera¬ 
ture. Are those of us who look to 
books for salvation making the 
simple needlessly complex? Orhan 
Pamuk claims that writing novels 
is just an “excuse to wrap myself up 
in new personas.” Gregory Corso 
wrote of our relationship to books: 
“I, as though tipping a pitcher of 
milk / pour secrecy upon the dying 
page.” Though not especially posi¬ 
tive, both descriptions are sensual 
and alluring. 

Katherine Silver’s thrilling 
translation of Horacio Castellanos 
Moya’s Senselessness (New 
Directions, 142 pages, $15.95), 
the first English appearance of 
any of the Salvadoran exile’s eight 
novels, brings out the physical 
effects of a different type of read¬ 
ing: the translation of human 
tragedy into words, and then back 
into life. It begins with the incan- 
tatory phrase, “I am not complete 
in the mind.” The sentence comes 
from a report of transcribed 
Indian testimonies of survivors 
of a massacre in Guatemala. The 
alcoholic, sardonic, surprisingly 
compassionate narrator is editing 


this report as a freelance gig for 
the Catholic Church. 

On the phone from her home 
in Berkeley, Silver admitted that 
when an editor first showed 
her 2004’s Insentatez (Tusquets 
Editores) at the Guadalajara 
International Book Fair, she was 
put off by the subject matter: “I 
looked at it very quickly and said, 

I don’t like violence. Then I read 
it on the airplane and said, ‘I want 
to do this.’ It’s not really about vio¬ 
lence. It’s all ultimately about the 
intimacy of language and writing.” 

Despite being plagued by 
increasingly violent fantasies (“For 
I am not a total stranger to magi¬ 
cal realism,” the narrator says to 
explain a particularly brutal one 
in which a brain is split in half), 
he is finally brought back to earth 
not by the truths of the report 
but by a paranoid (and in the end, 
realistic) attention to the relation¬ 
ship of the report to the outside 
world. One sexual fantasy’s effect 
is simply to “stabilize” his mood. 
Later, overwhelmed with isola¬ 
tion, he goes outside to “howl 
like a sick animal under the star- 
studded sky.” After this release, 
he is able to see the real danger 
approaching in the shadows. 

Senselessness builds so seam¬ 
lessly to an arresting finale that 
you will immediately read it again, 
attentive to how the language of 
the report infests the narrator’s lan¬ 
guage. Silver was lucky, she said, 
to be working with such a “careful” 
writer. “A translator is a very close 
reader,” she said. “It’s kind of like 
looking at a book through a mag¬ 
nifying glass. But I never had to 
second-guess him. He wears well.” 
As a result, the moment one starts 
reading Senselessness , complications 
set in — complications we cannot 
live without, sfbg 


FASHION: A PHILOSOPHY 

By Lars Svendsen 
Reaktion Books 
188 pages 
$24.95 

As a once and future dandy, I’ve 
noted the growing field of fashion 
philosophy. In the realm of the 
academy, the idea of a unified 
theory of style has become some¬ 
thing of a holy grail. The latest 
knight-errant, Lars Svendsen, asso¬ 
ciate professor of philosophy at 
the University of Bergen in Norway, 
starts his quest by seeking the 
meaning of fashion. 

Relying heavily on Immanuel 
Kant and Walter Benjamin, 
Svendsen (as translated by John 
Irons) creates a concise and 
comprehensive primer on fash¬ 
ion and clothing as it relates to 
identity. He then stitches on a 
virtual CliffsNotes of philosophy 
on fashion, citing Roland Barthes, 
Charles Baudelaire, and Michel 
Foucault, and then appliques some 
hep quotes from Bret Easton Ellis, 
AbFab, and the Pet Shop Boys. 

In the end, Svendsen finds that 
we cultivate surfaces, that we live 
in an increasingly fictionalized real¬ 
ity, and that our identities are in 
steady decline. He concludes that 
fashion is a highly diverse phenom¬ 
enon that pretends to have mean¬ 
ing, but in reality “has meaning to 
only a limited extent.” That’s it? 
Fashion has no meaning, but some 
meaning? How weak is that? 

If philosophy wishes to find 
meaning in fashion, it must make 
room for the power of talisman, 
totem, and fetish — elements that 
pure reason cannot abide. Svendsen 
errs in a manner many fashion phi¬ 
losophers have, by refusing to look 
away from the runways of Europe 
toward the magical elements of 
dress in Africa, Asia, and South 
America. The eggheads just don’t 
get it. (D. Scot Miller)

The gardener’s dome

Fizz, like buzz, is evanescent by 
nature, so I was not totally surprised 
to see that the champagne-bubble 
lights that once hung in the air above 
the bar at Jardiniere were nowhere 
to be seen when we stepped inside 
on a recent evening. Had they been 
removed as a discreet way of acknowl¬ 
edging the rapid defizzification of 
American life? Or just switched off? 
Yet whether the bubbles be gone or 
merely darkened, the dome overhead 
remains; it was originally meant 
to suggest an inverted champagne 
cup (itself a suggestion of Marie 
Antoinette’s breast) but, in its bubble¬ 
less state, it now suggests a classical 
aura. One thinks of the Pantheon or 
some venerable bank building — a 
structure whose design is meant to 
radiate confidence, strength, and 
maybe a hint of transcendence. 

Jardiniere (the name means “gar¬ 
dener” in French) turns 11 this fall, 
and while that’s hardly a pantheonic 
number, the restaurant for the most 
part has aged well. It helps, surely, 
that Pat Kuleto’s interior design was 
one of his more restrained; the ele¬ 
ments of whimsy, such as the wavy 
ironwork railings that line the sweep¬ 
ing staircase to the balcony, are subtle, 
while the largest of those that origi¬ 


nally weren’t (i.e. the bubbly dome) 
have been tuned to a lower frequency. 
The biggest star of the design was 
never frivolous, anyway; I refer to the 
cheese chapel on the main floor. Its 
glass door is still conspicuous behind 
the bar, and although the cheese 
course has become commonplace over 
the past decade, Jardiniere was one 
of the first restaurants other than the 
Dining Room at the Ritz-Carlton to 
offer one, and still does. 

Blessed are the noisemakers, for 
they’ve gone someplace else to eat, 
leaving Jardiniere reasonably quiet and 
conversation-friendly. The restaurant’s 
floors are mostly carpeted, which is a 
vast asset in maintaining a livable bal¬ 
ance between bustle and din. The bal¬ 
cony, furthermore, is a motherlode of 
richly upholstered booths that line the 
outer walls and are cozy little havens 
in which talk is easy, if not cheap. 

Did I say not cheap ? Nothing is 
cheap at Jardiniere, and since we’re 
talking about one of the city’s pre¬ 
miere restaurants, we wouldn’t expect 
it to be. Nonetheless, prices for many 
of the main courses have risen into the 
mid-$30 range now, and that’s a lot 
more than just five or six years ago. 

On the other hand, it’s a lot less than 
what they’d be at a comparable place 
in New York City. How strange to 
think of San Francisco as being a rela¬ 
tive bargain.

The blow-out-minded might 
spring for the chef’s tasting menu: 
$125 for seven courses, plus another 
$65 if you want the wine pairings. 
(The executive chef these days is 
Craig Patzer, and Reylon Agustin is 
chef de cuisine.) But one can make 
do quite nicely with the a la carte 
choices. There was an around-the- 
horn consensus in our little booth 
that a spring-into-summer soup ($10) 
of white corn, braised chard, shreds 
of duck confit, and tiny cubes of 
garlic crouton was undersalted, and 
our server seemed slightly startled by 
the request for a salt shaker. But the 
shaker was brought swiftly, therapy 
was applied, and the soup — made 
with a rich, almost gelatinous chicken 
stock — came to life. 

No such issue clouded a lovely 
salad of little gem lettuces ($10) 
whose bright green nooks and folds 
were laden with buttery avocado 
slices, radish coins, filets of anchovy, 
and crumblings of hard-boiled egg 
under a green peppercorn vinaigrette. 
It reminded me of an Easter-egg hunt, 
with delightful surprises tucked here 
and there. 

In earlier years, the des Jardins 
cooking style made ample use of 
cream and butter, but those luxurious 
accoutrements seem less in evidence 
these days. Butterfat was definitely 
used to smooth the pat of mousseline 


potatoes that accompanied the Devil’s 
Gulch pork ($36) — two slices of 
roasted loin, two slices of garlicky sau¬ 
sage — along with a pair of deep-fried 
okra knobs and some braised baby 
carrots and pearl onions. But slices of 
Liberty duck breast ($37) were fanned 
out over a bed of plump farro grains 
enriched not with butter but slices of 
nectarine and a five-spice gastrique 
(which also formed an elegant glaze at 
the edges of the meat). 

And a sauteed filet of bluenose 
sea bass ($36) came to rest like a 
piece of tender driftwood on a bright 
beach of crispy sunchokes, Lucques 
olives, and almonds lightly bathed in 
a lemon emulsion — possible butter 
there, but in a modest amount. The 
saucings generally suggested lean 
sophistication, and, in a mild anoma¬ 
ly, the main courses struck us as being 
at least as inventive and nimble as 
their smaller precursors. 

The dessert menu has a greatest- 
hits flavor, with a strong subtheme of 
seasonality. Ingredients are immacu¬ 
late and execution flawless. It’s hard to 
find a dessert menu now that doesn’t 
offer bread pudding; Jardiniere’s ($10) 
was made from brioche and plated 
with a pat of muscat sorbet (which 
had a singular and haunting flavor) 
and an almost impossibly fine dice 
of candied white peaches. Chocolate 
mousse tarts, too, are hardly unusual, 


but Jardiniere’s elongated wedge of 
hazelnut marjorlaine ($10) was distin¬ 
guished by a smooth, dark-chocolate 
intensity subtly enhanced by espresso 
oil. For a seasonal touch, there was a 
cherry tart ($10), about the circumfer¬ 
ence of a golf ball and complete with 
latticework; it was escorted by a scoop 
of Tahitian vanilla gelato and a splash 
of balsamic vinegar. 

In an important sense we 
know sublimeness, like art, by its 
flaws. One of our water glasses was 
cracked, and the service staff, while 
attentive and knowledgeable, occa¬ 
sionally seemed overeager to remove 
plates we weren’t sure we’d finished 
with. Jarring. I wondered if there 
were a connection, sfbg

Y J winds up knocking 

on my door, so to 
speak, saying, “Well? 
Am I cute, or what?” And before I 
can answer — answering rhetorical 
questions being one of my favorite 
pastimes — the little outcast (who 
is of course the very definition of 
cuteness), falls into a feigned faint 
on account of starvation, obliging 
me to go get milk. 

Now, I’ve listened to plenty of 
bluegrass music in my day. Between 
mandolin and fiddle solos I have 
absorbed the important lessons of the 
frozen girl, the paperboy, and others 
like them. Orphaned outcasts require 
bowls of milk, a crust of bread, and/ 
or blankets, or else they will be dead 
on your doorstep come morning. 

And nobody wants that, except 
maybe music publishers. I myself am 
not a moral, nor even an ethical, per¬ 
son. If I live by a code, it’s my own, 
and it’s odd, idiosyncratic, and incon¬ 
sistent. Nevertheless, mercy for those 
less fortunate than myself, provided 
they show up on my doorstep no later 
than the second verse, starving or 
freezing, and preferably with a slight 
wobble, the back of their hand to the 
forehead ... this is programmed into 
my cells as surely as one, four, five. 

Plus: kittens are cute. They just 
are. Case closed. And I say this at 
the risk of offending a large por¬ 
tion of my readership, Rube Roy 
Perrotta, a.k.a. Shortribs Mosel, my 
old-time barbecue and buffet podner 
back in Ohio. He hates when I write 
about children and bunnies and shit. 
Speaking of which, there will also be 
fallout from the four or five people 
who have written, over the years, in 
support of Poo Poo Pride Month. 

Which this is. 

I’m sorry. I still listen to punk 
rock. I still like to look at, talk about, 
and journalistically record my scato¬ 
logical masterpieces. It’s just that I 
have also come to be an unabashed 
appreciator of cuteness. Sensing that, 
kittens come to my door. 

I can tell that this will be the 
defining challenge of the second half 
of my life: how to die without first 
becoming a cat lady.

As long as I have 
Weirdo the Cat, I reckon, I am abso¬ 
lutely protected from catladyhood. 

Weirdo is 14 or 15. That means 
she likely will only live, I realize, 
for another 15, 20 years tops. Yes, 

I know that’s twice as long as cats 
generally live, but I’m factoring in 
her supernatural capacity for cantan¬ 
kerousness and tenacity. Some people 
are just too frickin’ pissed off all the 
time to die, and Weirdo the Cat, 
believe me, is one of those people. 

How lucky is that? Without any 
question of me taking in one or 10 
of these adorable outcasts my big- 
hearted self, I can get on the phone 
and start making calls. I know a 
lot of people with kids. I know a 
lot of musicians who know a lot of 
bluegrass songs. I know a lot of big- 
hearted people without Weirdo the 
Cat in their corner. 

Ate a lot of salad last night, 
as always, with my chicken soup, 
which had even more vegetables in it. 
Peas, celery, carrots. I ate a mango. 
Popcorn goes good with books, too, 
then a midnight bowl of Flakes & 
Flax cereal. For breakfast: oatmeal 
with sunflower seeds, strawberries, 
and blueberries.

Hunter, haunted 

Gonzo looks into the minds of 


Hunter S. Thompson

“When the legend becomes fact, 
print the legend,” says the reporter 
in John Ford’s The Man Who Shot 
Liberty Valance (1962), a film about 
the importance of living up to 
ones image, even when that image 
is predicated more on fiction than 
fact. Its a burden either way, and 
the dilemma is echoed in Gonzo: 
The Life and Work of Dr. Hunter S. 
Thompson , a lively new documen¬ 
tary by Alex Gibney, who directed 
2005’s Enron: The Smartest Guys in 
the Room and picked up an Oscar 
this year for Taxi to the Dark Side. 

Gonzo focuses on Thompsons 
most fruitful professional period 
— 1965 to 1975, a decade that 
saw the New Journalism propo¬ 
nent (who committed suicide in 
2005) write Hell's Angels, Fear and 
Loathing in Las Vegas , and Fear 
and Loathing on the Campaign Trail 
'72. During that time, he also 
launched an ill-fated campaign for 
sheriff of Pitkin County, Colo., 
and shaped his public persona into 


that of a gun-toting, drug-crazed, 
booze-soaked, authority-bashing 
champion of outsiders, capable of 
churning out pages of brilliant and 
utterly unique prose, always writ¬ 
ten in first person and most often 
written while under the influence. 

Speaking over the phone from 
New York City, Gibney reflected 
that he was drawn to his latest 
subject largely because of that 
persona. “He was a guy who 
didn’t play by the rules, and it 
seems like we need a guy like that 
around now, when the rules are 
being used against us by people in 
power,” the director said. “Also, he 
seemed like a fun character to do, 
this larger-than-life character that 
— for at least for a brief period of 
time — became this outlaw that 
we all wanted to live by.” 

Gonzo taps quite a bit of 
home-movie footage, photos, and 
audiotapes to flesh out Thompson 
beyond his words (read by Johnny 
Depp, who bonded with the 
author while prepping for the 
1998 Fear and Loathing movie). 

A diverse array of contemporary 


interviews (Rolling Stone’s Jann 
Wenner, Hells Angel Sonny 
Barger, both of Thompsons wives, 
Pat Buchanan, illustrator Ralph 
Steadman, George McGovern, 
and Jimmys Buffet and Carter) 
bears out the wide range of 
Thompsons influence. According 
to Gibney, the only interview he 
would have liked to have gotten 
but didn’t was with Doonesbury 
cartoonist Garry Trudeau, who 
would only speak off the record. 

“My first day on the job was 
to go out to [Thompson’s funeral] 
— the one Johnny Depp paid 
for — and hang out, try to get a 
bunch of people to talk, and then 
shoot the funeral itself. I shot the 
funeral, but nobody much wanted 
to talk to me,” Gibney recalled. 
“But once I let everyone know I 
was doing this film and that it was 
really gonna focus on his work, 
that opened people up, and inevi¬ 
tably they started talking about 
Hunter the character as well.” 

The funeral, briefly shown in 
Gonzo , is a surprisingly tasteful 
spectacle involving taiko drums, 
a giant cannon, and glimpses of 
famous friends (John Kerry, Bill 
Murray). The film doesn’t spend 
much time on Thompson’s sui¬ 
cide, though in its first scene it 
speculates how the writer might 
have lost his trademark edge. In 


Gibney’s eyes, Thompson’s Dr. 
Gonzo alter ego was the reason 
for both his success and his ulti¬ 
mate downfall. 

“Initially [his persona] just 
grew out of a natural journalistic 
instinct to supply your own per¬ 
ceptions, to put yourself in the 
story, to be the lens through which 
viewers would see whatever you 
were covering,” Gibney said. “But 
over time it became [less of a] lens 
[and more of a] bubble in which he 
got trapped. So I think that was 
the trick. Sometimes this mythi¬ 
cal character he created just kind 
of took over. As he remarks in the 
film, ‘Sometimes I don’t know 
who to be, whether to be Duke 
or Hunter.’ ” 

Duality also manifested itself 
in Thompson’s private personal¬ 
ity, which Gibney was surprised to 
discover as being “almost bipolar.” 

“Hunter’s mood swings kind 
of represented his ability to see 
the kind of schisms or splits in the 
American character,” he said. “I 
knew he was always a very percep¬ 
tive writer about the American 
character, but I think maybe he 
was so perceptive because he — 
more than a lot of people — is like 
America. Sort of the best and the 
worst. I didn’t really understand 
till I started the film just how 
many-sided he was.” 


Visually dynamic and enter¬ 
taining for Thompson devotees as 
well as those who only know him 
from Depp’s portrayal in Fear and 
Loathing, Gonzo is nonetheless 
tinged with the melancholy that 
eventually tempered Thompson’s 
considerable lust for life. Blame 
health problems, professional 
frustrations, the re-election of 
George W. Bush, or more existen¬ 
tial concerns — Thompson’s quest 
for the American Dream, docu¬ 
mented in Fear and Loathing and 
elsewhere, was never really satis¬ 
fied. Instead, Gibney speculated, 
“I think he ended up finding 
how elusive it is, and how much- 
desired it is — but how rare it is 
to ever find it. And that’s what he 
found in Vegas, I think: what a 
perfect vehicle for the death of the 
American dream, this place where 
you go hoping to fulfill that rags 
to riches dream, yet in some fun¬ 
damental way knowing that the 
house always wins.” sfbg

REVIEW This summers obligatory Will Smith blockbuster has 
the ever-bankable star playing the titular role in Hancock — a foul- 
mouthed antihero apt to fly into action while clenching a bottle of whiskey. 
Though this reluctant superman of unclear origins consistently puts bad 
guys behind bars, the citizens of Los Angeles are none too thrilled when 
he arrives on the scene; Hancock s chaotic brand of crime fighting has 
been taking a devastating toll on the citys roads, buildings, ice cream 
trucks, and beached whales. That is, of course, until he saves the life of 
Ray (Jason Bateman), an idealistic public relations executive who decides 
to help Hancock revamp his image. Smith has the kind of charisma that 
can make even the most poorly-written shlock at least somewhat bearable. 
This time around, he doesn’t have to work as hard; Hancock is teeming with 
the fast-paced action and destruction that we seem to crave during the 
summer months. Plus, it’s surprisingly funny. As you might expect, Smith 
brings the bulk of the laughter but Bateman exceeds his straight-man role 
with his playfully wry delivery. Yes, the story is predictable and there is 
an annoyingly telegraphed “twist” involving Ray’s wife Mary (Charlize 
Theron), but Smith’s foray into superhero movies manages to entertain. 

For those keeping track, Hancock is no Men in Black (1997). Thankfully, 
though, it’s no Wild Wild West (1999) either. (Amber Humphrey)

E “The Animation Show 4” Beavis and 
Butthead and King of the Hill creator 
Mike Judge compiles an irresistible medley of 
innovative independent shorts from around 
the world in the fourth installment of The 
Animation Show. Featuring the understated 
absurdity of Matthew Walker’s Operator, 

Corky Quakenbush’s warped Yopi, with its 
adorably creepy crotch-biting protagonist, 
and the stunning geometric wizardry of Swiss 
director Georges Schwizgebel’s Jeu, this col¬ 
lection is a veritable Whitman’s Sampler of 
animated treats. Hot Dog by veteran animator 
Bill Plympton has heart while the stop-motion 
Western Spaghetti, by PES — in which everyday 
objects like pick-up sticks, Post-its, and bubble 
wrap stand in for spaghetti ingredients — is 
as visually quirky and clever as anything that 
Michel Gondry has ever done.

E Constantine’s Sword Former priest turned 
bestselling author James Carroll is our 
guide through the long history of complicity 
between Christianity, military force, and the 


persecution of others, with a focus on anti- 
Semitism. Troubled by “the things people are 
doing in the name of God” today, he notes that 
“Jews were considered Christ-killers from the 
start of Christianity as a state religion” under 
Emperor Constantine, who may well have 
converted out of political expediency — or 
because it was the only faith that could stretch 
far enough to forgive his own myriad sins. (In 
one year alone he had his wife and eldest son 
killed.) The Crusaders targeted Jews before 
going after Muslims; the Inquisition followed 
suit; Roman Jews were virtually incarcerated 
in a walled ghetto for 300 years until the mid- 
19th century. Another hundred years later, 
the Vatican turned a discreet blind eye to the 
Nazis. Carroll finds all of this compelling on 
a personal level, as he was raised in a highly 
devout Catholic military family (which at one 
point was granted an audience with the Pope) 
and was once torn between choosing the 
priesthood and following his Air Force General 
father’s path. (They had a major falling out 
when Carroll joined Vietnam War protests, 
and, in disillusionment, left the church.) Fie 
worries now about the influence of religious 
zeal on political and military policies not 
just in the White Flouse, but in ground-level 
training: stationed just a short hop from now- 
disgraced preacher Ted Flaggard’s New Life 
megachurch, several thousand cadets at the 
Air Force Academy in Colorado Springs found 
their dinner places embellished with flyers for 
The Passion of the Christ. This absorbing docu¬ 
mentary directed by Oren Jacoby roams the 
globe and combs the archives to further fill out 
Carroll’s very strong case for keeping church 
and a hawkish state well separated. (1:35)

E The Gits Movie Part rock band biopic, part 
extended eulogy, Kerri O’Kane’s documen¬ 
tary tracks the transformation of early-’90s 
punk rockers the Gits from Ohio college town 


band to Seattle local music heroes attracting 
major-label interest — a trajectory that came 
to a sickening end in 1993 when the band’s 
charismatic singer, Mia Zapata, was found 
dead on a deserted city street, having been 
beaten, raped, and strangled by an unknown 
murderer. We experience the loss of Zapata 
through interviews with those she left behind: 
friends and family, fellow band members Matt 
Dresdner, Andy Kessler, and Steve Moriarty, 
and other musicians in Seattle (including 
Selene Vigil and Valerie Agnew of 7 Year Bitch), 
where the Gits won an ardent fan base in the 
years just before grunge drew a spotlight to 
the Pacific Northwest. Zapata sang, as a col¬ 
lege friend describes it, “like a heavy angel,” 
and the Gits’ well-crafted punk rock was shot 
through with a wild blues that manifested in 
her performances and her lyrics, depicting 
reckless free-fall descent through various 
hells. One hopes that when — a decade after 
her murder — DNA sampling led to the arrest 
and trial of her killer, those who survived her 
gained some sense of release, but it’s a grim 
sort of closure at best and the film doesn’t 
have much to say on that score. The most 
satisfying moments surface in footage of the 
band saved from nights at divey rock clubs and 
Seattle house parties, scenes that bring back 
flickers of the electricity with which the Gits 
could flood a room — and traces of Zapata for 
the legions of fans who remain. (1:22) Uptown.

Kit Kittredge: An American Girl Following its 
three television-movie predecessors Samantha:

Quid Pro Quo First-time writer-director Carlos 
Brooks’ Quid Pro Quo begins with a grip¬ 
ping neo-noir flare. Isaac Knott (Nick Stahl), 
a wheelchair-bound public radio reporter, 
receives an anonymous tip about an able- 
bodied man who apparently attempted to 
bribe a doctor into amputating his leg. As 
Isaac investigates the peculiar story, he meets 
enigmatic Fiona (Vera Farmiga) who introduces 
him to a subculture of “wannabe” paraplegics. 
Unfortunately, Quid Pro Quo is unable to sus¬ 
tain its narrative momentum as the detective 
story fades gracelessly into an uninspired love 
story and then stumbles into fantasy when a 
pair of “magic” wing-tipped shoes come into 
play. There is nothing inherently wrong with 
this sort of genre-crossing, but Quid Pro Quo 
is missing an overall sense of cohesion. The 
twists and turns aren’t exciting: they’re dis¬ 
tracting. Although Brooks is perhaps too ambi¬ 
tious with this debut effort, the first half of 
the film is at least proof of his raw talent and 
promise.

m Encounters at the End of the World In 

— Werner Herzog’s latest doc, the intrepid 
filmmaker brings his camera and droll narra¬ 
tion to Antarctica to hang with the scientists 
and oddballs (and oddball scientists) who dwell 
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there. I’m starting to understand that I’ll never 
grow tired of Herzog’s films. Normally, voice¬ 
over makes me want to kill, but he’s just so 
right-on with his observations, filming some¬ 
one who’s just launched into some long anec¬ 
dote and then breaking in on the soundtrack: 
“Her story goes on forever...” Herzog muses 
that explorers like the South Pole-obsessed 
Ernest Shackleton were motivated by “absurd 
quests to the the first.” He caps on penguin 
movies, he captures an impromptu rock n’ roll 
jam performed as glaciers loom, he gets foot¬ 
age taken below the ice of the sea life (familiar 
to fans of 2005’s The Wild Blue Yonder ). As 
2006’s Rescue Dawn proved, this is a director 
who admires folks who aren’t afraid to peer 
over the edge, existential and otherwise. “Is 
this a great moment?” he quietly asks, after 
one scientist tells another about a newly- 
discovered organism as if he were telling him 
what he ate for dinner. His timing is, as always, 
impeccable.

Finding Amanda Forever attempting to 
distance himself from lovable Ferris Bueller, 
Matthew Broderick plays a hack sitcom writer 
with a gambling problem who, in a bid to 
regain his fed-up wife’s trust, vows to go to 
Las Vegas, track down his 20-year-old hooker 
niece Amanda (Brittany Snow), and convince 
her to check into rehab.

E Get Smart Purists might be aggravated 
by Get Smart’s lack of fidelity to the Cold 
War-era TV show, but the spirit of the original 
is kept intact, with myriad catchphrases (“Are 
you thinking what I’m thinking?”), references 
to old favorite toys (shoe phone), and other 
homages that, if you weren’t already a fan, 
you might not get: when Agent 99 (Anne 
Hathaway) and Maxwell Smart (Steve Carell) 
find themselves at a ball, Hathaway disguises 
herself as Barbara Feldon (the original Agent 
99). Along with nods to the show, references to 
today’s politics are equally represented: baddie 
Sigfried (Terrence Stamp) plans to blow up a 
building housing the president (James Caan), 
but the blast — which will destroy a heavy 
handful of celebrities — is described by the vil¬ 
lain as a tragedy, because “whatever will we do 
without their insights on politics?” Though 
the script does have certain drawbacks and 
some jokes you can’t believe they sell, the 
actors make up for absolutely every flaw. 
Carell, whose feckless Smart is actually smart 
this time around, and costar Alan Arkin are in 
particularly brilliant form. I laughed the whole

Moore, who plays Barbara, may be 
incapable of a bad performance, yet this seem¬ 
ingly ideal role elicits one of her thinnest char¬ 
acterizations.

E WALL*E After the safety of 2007’s 

Ratatouille and the baldly cynical pander¬ 
ing of 2006’s Cars before it, Pixar has thankful¬ 
ly returned to the standard of invention it had 
previously set for itself. More than that, their 
new project, while a little uneven, takes more 
fruitful risks than any before it. The opening 
sequence is as remarkable for its kid-repellent 
somnolence as for its operatic “set design,” 
and the shrewd decision to keep its robot 
protagonists all but mute surely made at least 
one person attached to the project fear for his 
or her job. For hundreds of years WALL*E, a 
shriveled version of Number 5 from the Short 
Circuit movies, has been following his direc¬ 
tive to clean up the garbage dump Earth has 
become, long outlasting fellow laborer robots 
now incorporated into the mess. His only com¬ 
panions are a cockroach (the one expendable 
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element of the first act) and his collection of 
whizbang disposables bequeathed by our own 
century, until a space shuttle drops off EVE, 
an iSuppository of a machine with some mys¬ 
terious directive of her own. Smitten, WALL*E 
stows away on her return shuttle to outer 
space, where we learn the fate of humankind at 
the turn of the 21st century. The ship-of-fools 
satire that follows is defensible but not quite 
nuanced enough to earn the right to admon¬ 
ish us dum-dums in the theater. And as with 
any movie vying for megamillions, reasons to 
pine for alternate possibilities abound: why 
gendered robots? And why even more than 
one robot? Why can’t WALL*E remain alone on 
Earth, interacting exclusively with the artifacts 
of the vastest archeological site imaginable? 
But it’s emphatically to WALL*E’s credit that 
anyone would talk about a movie production 
with so many terrestrial restrictions and dare 
call such things possibilities.

Wanted Part action-suspense flick, part 
superhero creation myth, Wanted stars James 
McAvoy as Wesley Gibson, a depressive, self- 
hating office drone with a hidden talent for 
reacting to stimuli 400 times faster than most 
folks. Having inherited the handy ability to 
shoot the wings off a fly from his deadbeat, 
long-vanished father, Wesley is charged with 
avenging the latter’s murder by Sloan (Morgan 
Freeman), the leader of a merry band of mor¬ 
ally driven assassins called the Weavers, who 
work out of a textiles factory and receive their 
assignments from an apparatus called the 
Loom of Fate. It’s not clear whether director 
Timur Bekmambetov (IMight Watch, 2004) is 
deliberately mining this premise for comedy 
or just happens to stumble upon a rich vein of 
absurdity as Sloan explains the situation to our 
hero. However, it — and the generally patchy 
dialogue — has a deflating effect on the mood 
of the movie, which is full of clever visual 
tricks and details (also spatterings of gore). A 
scene in which Wesley, on a literal adrenaline 
rush, embraces his new identity is genuinely 
funny. But after a handful of subtler roles, 
McAvoy is unsettling to watch during the film’s 
testosterone-injected moments, a problem 
Bekmambetov might have avoided by forgoing 
such cliches as the apparently requisite slo-mo 
shot of Wesley charging forward, guns a-blaz- 
ing, with a yell of battle rage in his throat. 
Angelina Jolie costars as Fox, the smirking 
badass tasked with looking sexy while Wesley 
gets whipped (as well as pistol-whipped, blud¬ 
geoned, gutted, and psychologically tortured) 
into shape by his fellow craftspeople. (1:53)
